One thousand other 
men, working in adjoining mines with- 
in a radius of thrc.'e miles, he;ird the 
coneus.sion but p.aid no heed to it and 
did not learn of the disaster until they 
came out of the mines early tonight, 

ii"'oreiiien who were laying tracks Just 
within the mouth of the mine sloiie 
wor(' knocked unconselous by the con- 
cussion but wore revived liter with 
little difficulty. 'J'lic mine has been 
known as a gaseous mine and plenty 
of fire, bosses have been miiiiitainod. 
Tonight It was reported that no firo 
boss made any return of his insiioeUon 
this mofhlng, and this has been re- 
ported to' the mine superintendent of 
this dl,strlct. 

Tlie rescue party of twelve nilno 
bosses went into the mine .'atiout 9.30 
this morning shortly after tlie acclilont 
and wlien they canto out; about flvo 
o'clock thoy brought with them tho 
dead bodies and announced tlint tliero 
was no one else hi tln' ni'no. The 
bodies l)lack<!ned by flames wore Im- 
mecliatoly sent to tho homos of the 
unlorlunates and the funerals will be 
held tomorrow.

on Vancouver Island. 

An agreement is now In course of 
negotiation by whicli all litigation of 
past years will bo, llnaily settled, 
Crown grants Issued to all bona-lide 
settlers and certain lands on the 
northern end of Vancouver. .^.Island 
conveyed to tho EsquImalt/&.' NariaImo 
Railway Company In lieu of thereof 
which will be granted to settlors. 

The history of the litigation over 
tile question of settier.s' rights within 
the r.ailway belt is .a long one. Tho 
lands affected are those squatted on 
during tho early days. Sonic years 
ago the provincial govornnicnt enact- 
ed legislation to enable titles to lie 
granted to settlers. Cro,wn grants 
were issued in a numlier dt instances, 
among those receiving a grant being 
a settler named Mctirogor. His ease 
was made tiio test and a liglit was 
carried through • the. courts,. , to, the 
privy council, It' being, held.' by. , the 
railway company ' that-' thetgovernment 
had no riglit to grant . title to these 
lands on the ground that they wore 
comprised within tho original grant 
made to tho railway company for tiie 
liurpose of securing construction of 
tile road. The privy council upheld 
the constitutionality of tlie act, 

A Crown grant was issued to an- 
other seltU-r, Mrs. Fiddiclc. This grant 
was attaclced by the railway com- 
jiany on tho ground tliat it should 
have been given a .'hearing on tlio 
caso by the government before the 
grant was Issued. This plea was up- 
held by the full court. It then be- 
came a case of either lighting the 
matter through the courts again or 
affecting a settlement. The latter 
course was .attempted and the re- 
sults are likely to prove liiglily grati- 
fying to the settlers alTected. 

As matters now stand it is prob- 
iible that a hearing will be given 
early In the .coming- weelc by llio ex- 
ecutive council of the provincial gov- 
ernment for the purpose of determin- 
ing the number; ot ,bona.-flde .. settlers 
who will benefit ;'under,/;theT,si>rbppsed 
settlement.

■•, A correspondent writes us to ask IE 
sometlilng. shall bo done for the con- 
venience of bicyclists, of whom there 
are many more in Victoria than in 
most cities .of its size. The bicycle is 
used in' a business way here to a very 
groat extent, and the city authorities 
ought to koop this fact in mind. It Is 
of course out of the question to j)er- 
mit -cyclists to :rido on the sidewalks, 
■but as the'y aro a large and Important 
element in the community, it Is worth 
while for the proper authorities to con- 
eider If it Is not possible to see that on 
every street there shall bo some part 
of the carriage way where bicycles 
may be ridden ^v.'wlthqtit .';;'danger ot 
breaking the ■' riiaoliliie " or ^^i^ rider's;

A BASELESS^OBJECTION. 

• Objection is taken to the propositi 
of the provincial government that the 
maintenance of Juvenilo Courts , shall 
bo a matter f or -.vihe^igmunloifi^^ 
wlihln which such ' courfs' are • estab-^ 
llshed. Ws are told that the govern- 
ment is cliargcd with the duty of ad- 
ministering justice. Tills criticism ex- 
hibits a very narrow view of the case. 
In the first place, it proceeds upon 
the;;as_sumptjpn^^ government Is 

som'erhing'^jii^ the people and 

as though it were in possession of cer- 
tain revenues which It, vvna withliold- 
ing from the public. Every one knows 
of course, that all the money, which 
any government has to- expend. It gets 
from the people, and one of the ques 
tions, which every government in the 
world has to detormino is what ex- 
penses, shall be borne out^oCtho gen- 
eral-revenue of the: country and what 
shall be borne by the looolltles direct 
ly interested. In the next place it as 
sumcg that there Is some obligation 
upon a provincial government to bear 
all the expenses ot the administration 
of Justice. - The prp-yiiice.of'.B.rltlsh.Co , 
lumbia is sohicwhat'i^ffferenf'^fro 
other provinces In this respect. Hero 
a very large share of this service In 
paid for out of the provincial treasuiy, 
while in nearly all the -other, provlnceu 
a'minimum of the cost is borne by the 
govcrnmont and tlio major part falls 
upon the municipalities. 

Referring to the matter of Juvolliio 
courts, rthere-lls no more reason why 
the province i should pay for the up- 
keep of these and the probation offi- 
cers than that it should pay for the 
up-keep of the police courts and the 
municipal police. If the City of "^'ic- 
torla wishes to have a Juvenile Court, 
the people of, say. Cariboo, ought not 
to be called upon to contriljut'e to' the 
cost of kcei)ing it up. We are told 
that tlie Attorney-General would be 
indignant, if the Dominion government 
.-wouldiundertake a course similar to 
tliat proposed by him in regard to the 
Juvenile Courts. But that Is exactly 
what the Dominion government does, 
except that it pays the judges. All 
the other expenses of administering 
justice fall upon the province and up- 
on the municipalities withln;vth.e' Prov- 
inces. The";real objeotion''Which Mr/ 
Bowser's critic has to the Juvenile 
Courts' BUI is that iMr. Bowser intro- 
duced it. This Is of itself sufficient 
to excite its hostility. 



LAND CLEARING. 

Mr. Phillips.Holloway writes us an 
interesting letter on land clearing. .HI 
suggestions are somewliat different 
from those that have been hitherto 
advanced, because he proposes, not 
tliat the government shall assist far- 
mers to clear 'their -Jand it 
shall clear land 'anifl ^eil or lease it to 
settlers. This question is one of very 
great Importance and we are glad to 
lecelve Mr. Holloway's letter. It is not 
necessary for us to express any, opin- 
ion as to the feasibility of hIs' plSii.'; 
We prefer to keep an open mind upon 
this : subject and to invite readers to 
write us regarding it. The cxperiencii 
of|j^^ns,¥>vho have had experience 
In land-clearing is worth all the theor- 
izing in the world. 

We think there has' been' of late a 
disposition to magnify unduly the dif- 
ficulties attending land-clearlug. In 
the legislature the other day 
Brewster said that it was impossible 
for a man with no capital to make a 
farm In the timbered country; but 
men wltii no capital have done tlint 
very thing. Thoy have done it only 
through hard worl<, and while w(! con- 
cede that it is, no easy undertaking to 
go*intdf;;the ;w even a 

small - clearing," . '-vve'^^ any 
one should be In a hurry to publish to 
the world that the tiling i.s impo.s- 
slble unless it Is undertaken by a man 
who Is a sra§ll:-;<;apitallst;, -^^^ 
cleared iip the ' land's''' now cultivated 
on Vancouver I.sland and wo do not 
think all the pcoplp who did .so wore 
capltalist.s or received govornmcitt as- 
sistance. 

We hope that other practical men 
will follow vMr., Holloway's example 
and let US' hear, from them. There is 
said to bo wisdom in a multitude of 
counsellors, or, a.s Disraeli once put It, 
everybody knows more than anybody. 
If many people will take part in the 
discussion .of land-'cloaring som,. valu- 
able conclusions may bo readied. 



PLEA FOR A FOREST 

Wo have tills morning a letter from 
a corresDondent, who writes from Bos- 
ton, Mass., in which he makes a plea 
for the proservatioh of that, magnifi- 
cent forest which lies a little beyond 
Cameron Lake on the way to Allionii. 
We thank him for the lettei-, to whlcii 
we give- our heartiest endorsement. 
Some years ago Mr. J, R. Anderson, 
then Secrotaiw of the Agricultural 
Department, wrote us a hollar on the 
same subject, and suggested that this 
forest Ought to be . acquired by the 
government and be preser-ved na a na- 
tural park. We agreed ^ylth Mr. Aii- 
derson's suggestion, ahd urged its con- 
sideration upon tlie government, \Ve 
desire to do so oiu-e more, and to add 
that It might be woll to consiilnr the 
Idea nt sotting asldii not only the Cam- 
eron Lake' .forest ''for? park purposes, 
but th e area extending soutlnvard from 
It 11)) to and Including Mount Arrow- 
smith. Tills land belongs to the E. & 
N. Railway company, and ifwo .venture 
to think that the Canadian ■Paolllc 
owners of that company would not 



look unkindly upon a proposal that 
would establish in the heart of this 
island one of the , flnest pleasure 
grounds ■! in the world,.: .

THE HOUSE OF^ LORDS. . 

The proposal has been made that in 
case a reform In the House of Lords 
is attempted, provision should bo made 
for the representation of Canada, Aus- 
tralia and tl\c other self-govoriilng 
Dominions therein.

ed Kingdom is to continue to deal 
with all loeal questions, and if the 
i House/" of Lords is to have a voice In 
determlning^what those measures' shall 
be, we hardly 'see' why .'representatives 
of the over-seas Dominions, whicli 
tliose measures would not affect, 
'lilvo-u'id liavo any voi'.;-> in dasiding 
tnieni. Certainly tlie people of Can- 
ada would not tolerate tlie suggestion 
that representatlyes from, -the lUnlted, 
Kingdom; '■^li'stfaila' arid ' South Africa 
should sit in our Senate and aid in 
ui.iklng our L'lW.s. The time may 
como wiien it will be possible to dovel- 
opo- an -imperial ;:leE;lslatlve body in 
■vvhlch ever':^ part' of the Empire shall 
bo roprcseiiteil !ind by which laws 
sliall bo made to apply to the British 
Dominions as a wliole; but the day 
Kceiii.s to.'be.>'far; oft, and there is no 
porceptible dirift • of rmblip^^^ 
towards such an organization.! . .The 
reason of - this is that the subjects^ of 
legislation aro few upon which the 
neces.sitics of all parts of the Empire 
aro similar. An Imporlul council i.s 
quite another matter,' and vvoi-have 6v-r 
erj' confidence that within' a few years 
a way will lie discovered bv which one 
can bo created. At first It would of 
necessity be consultative; later it 
might become executive. We take it, 
however, that the people of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and of the various depen- : 
denclea will always.'.hold , fast' to' the ■ 
lirinclpal of autonomy In respect to the , 
very great majority. of-sujijects of leg-; 
Lslatlon. •'

ing at the 'Exhibition grounds yester- 
day when the conventions of farmers 
which have -been going on all week 
were concluded. 

President H. Puckle, of tho fruit 
growers In the course of a brief ad- 
dross said that the association had not 
been doing what was expected of It 
Interest In the organization had ap- 
parently waned and tho membership at 
the present time was down as low as 
ninoty-seven... In this state tho asso 
elation could not do useful work and 
the results of such work as was car 
ricd on were not satisfactory. Tho fee 
had only boon $1.00, and yet the mom 
horship did not increase. Mr. Puckle 
felt that the fault lay not in the matter 
of foes but in tho association itself. It 
■was his sincere opinion that tho whole 
body shoi^ld be, reorganized.' 

Big Meeting at Kamloops. 

Considerable discussion followed 
among the members who were present 
and W. E. Scott, deputy minister' of 
agriculture, after it.had been oxplalhed

Ac any time and 
under any circumstances tills is one 
of tlie hardest trials to wlilch a lov- 
ing mother can be subjected. But all 
nuHllcal autiiorities are agreed tluit 
It is noco.ssary f or . the safety of the 
community as well'. US s? that' Of .the 
child that all patlentcs. aftllctod with 
any infectloous diseases shall be taken 
wliere tliey will receive.- the most skil- 
fiil treatment and ■ careful attention. 
In very few homes Is it possible to 
bi) isolate tlio patient that otlier 
children will bo perfectly ."sale. 

Ill former day.s tlie Impression iirc- 
vallod tliat nil cliiklren iiuiat at some 
time tat<;h tlio di.soases peculiar to 
childliood. AVhen one of a faiiiiiy was 
taken ill witli mouslcs or scarlet fovia' 
or any of the lesser evils tliat children 
were supposed to be lielr to no pre- 
cautions were taicen to keo|) the mem- 
bers of a family apart. On tlie con- 
trary, it was not uncommon for 
mothers to purposely send their cliild- 
rou whose licaltii Mas perfect into the 
afflicted liome, under the impression 
that since they must take the disease 
sometime,, the spo»i'er;-lt was over the 
better. But recoiityinve'stlgatiofi lias 
shown.; that It 'Isilrid, '-iiibre .-Itjovitalilo 
that a Child sh6uiaj4have'.ahiattack of 
muiiipa or measles, than that' it should 
suffer from smallpox or cholera. 
Isolation has been found to be a rem- 
edy for the spread of such diseases 
and this with • proper sanitary meas- 
ures will ultlniately tbahiati'.them alto- 
gether, f ' V-v/;-:'*'' .^..'i.;,:,-. 

If then, isolation is so great a safe- 
guard to the whole community it 
ought to be the quickest and surest 
means to the recovery of the iiull- 
vidual. Tills It i.s, wlieii conditions 
are us perfect as sanitary science, tlie 
skill and exiiorience of the nurses and 
the wisdom and knowledge of the 
physician can make tliem. Sucli a 
state of affairs should prevail at the 
city Isolation hospital, and no time 
sliouUI 1)0 lost in instituting whatever 
clianges are necessary to bring it 
about. Tills is not a matter tliat ad- 
mits of delay or affords time for de- 
liberation. The people of- Victoria 
will not complain of sany'^.vnecessary 
expenditure of rtonejr^tbjjlc^afeguard 
the health and lives .of;'th^lr,?chlldren. 
But they will complain, .i.and with 
just reason. If disease Is . aggravated 
or ife endangered In a single Instance 
by tlie neglect p£;the, authorities who 
have the healtfcof. the- city under \holr

No body of woi'kers.ls.more, entitled 
to the sympathy and- esteem,: of the- 
public than the nurses. Nursing Is 
work which has been given over al- 
most entirely into the hand ot wom- 
en. And it is work which brings out 
tlie best (lualitlos in tliem. It is very 
surprising how fast, during tho lust 
generation, the number of profosslonul 
nurses has grown. This is, periiup.s 
e.sijcciaily true of Canada. It is not 
onlv in our own country but in many 
of the cities of the United States that 
the value of .the Canadian nurses is 
recogniired. Their skill, their strength, 
their kindness .and their, faithfulness 
liave brought them recognition and in 
many cases they occupy' .position ot 
special trust and receive high salaries. 
In tliis llcUi, at least, no one questions 
tlic lltnesH of women for the duties 
tlicy undertake to iierforni. It is tlie 
exceptional man who has the ciualitles 
iT'oded for a good nurse but there 
arc few women who, with proper 
training, do not succeed In tliis 
calling. 

Tlie iiur.ses of. tlie province are at 
this ses.^ion of the Legislature asking 
for legal recognition. Sucli laws are 
in force in stune of tho pvoviiu-cs of 
Canada and In many of thq^ auited 
States, one of which is. tho neighbor- 
ing state vol ,"WraahIriKton;". ';.The law 
which the members are nslced to pass 
would prevent any woman from ob- 
taining employment as a trained nurffn 
who could not produce a certillcate 
obtained in the iirovinco. It would 
not iiri'Vi'iu a wom;ui of skill and 
e.xporienco I'roiii cngaKlng in nursing 
and obtaining whatever remuneration 
she could : get. But., it would roudor

Tho iieopio 
of Canada can very w(>ll afford to vay 
the; mall.; clerks well. Tliere is no one 
In the country who does not betiedt 
by tholnlabors.. Thoy are alw.-iys ex- 
posed to -rlsks and ith6Ir honesty must 
be unquestioned. «. The railway mall 
clerk is obliged ■td' 'spend a great part 
of Ins time away'from his homo. In 
this he differs- from ' most other civil 
servant.'! whose work enables them to 
spijiid there leisure time witli their 
families.

"Would it not bo 
wortli Willie for ' everyone who owns 
even a small piece of jand to try and 
And out how mucli' it can he made to 
produce? Is there any reason why the 
people ,. of .. jVIptorla should. , Import so 
gfeat-.a. 'proportion "of thelt food from 
the States' to)th'eVp6uth of 'lis? If by 
the time the electric company is ready 
to build-, roads;: 'tTiro-ugh ithe Saanich 
peninsula 'all'" thfe-nvhllablo land was 
brought' .under cultivation this, city 
should ;be supplied not only with fruit 
but with vegetables. In eastern cities 
and In some of tlio.ie in our own 
Iirovlnce, it has In'cn found profllalile 
to buy tho suijpiles from the farms 
and gardens in the open market, di- 
rectly from the producer. Is it in Iho 
interests of the housekeepers of Vic- 
toria that they reach them through 
the..-:medlum of ♦ho grocer or other 
tradesmen? 

Do not the people of Victoria leave 
too much for tlie park superintendent 
to do? >ro one will question tliat Jlr. 
England has made great improve- 
ments or that he understands the art 
of making tlio city beautiful. ]3ut in 
other cities tlio pcoiile lielp in tills 
work to tiielr own adv.-uitage and to 
the lessening of the drain on the city 
treasury. In the city of Dallas, Texas, 
the mayor has inaugurated a "Tree 
Planting AVeek." He asks for the co- 
operation not only of the adult citi- 
zens, i)ut of tho chlldreri.;. He says: 

"I especially urge, that all publio 
parks and paygr.ourids be given yiar- 
ticular attention d'uring this woeic and 
that proper trees be secured and 
planted so that even tlie school 
grounds may become, liie beaiUy 
spots of the cllv. I call upon all good 
citizens to canv f(n-w;ird this woric, 
giving their l>otli liulividuallv .■iinl | 
in org.-inization. .■^o lii.-it tlie .seed may 
be iilanted tiis wcel;. wlucli will, In 
its fruition, materialiv benofit and 
ornament the eitv which we love.' 

In Portland ail the citizens enter 
into tlie work of beautitying the city 
liy iilantiiig rosr-s not only in their 
ov>-n garileiiH, ljut on iniidic squares 
and streets. 

In llie lioaiitiful city ot Spokane 
committee.'! of womi'n aro active in 
the improveiiKnit ot the city, and not 
a little of its cieanliiieas and attrac- 
tiveness Is owing to their efforts. Tlie 
horticultural society ot Ottawa has 
persuaded )tho' people to share In tlio 
work of ..planting. flowers and shrubs 
in publio places. Is thereuny reason 
why similar work,, should., , not bo 
undertaken with goofl result In Vic- 
toria?

In connection ..r,Avlth. .the.' projected 
act provitUng' for' tlie ^registration ot 
all nurses, a local member ot tlic 
nursing society has submitted tlie lol- 
lowlng: 

VVhy do nurses ask for the passing 
o.f a Rogistration- Bin .' 

First. For the advancement of the 
profession- of , nursihg. 
; S.econaiifl^ri^tho -protection of tlie 
ptibllc. 

A young woman decides to bo a 
nurse. tJlie sends to a hospital 
training school tor an application 
blank wliich she fills in and return.^ 
also the result of a medical examina- 
tion by a qualified medical doctor, and 
a letter from a quulitled clergyman. 
In due time a letter comes telling her 
to report at ilie hospital at a given 
date lor duty. After two months pro- 
bation a written and practical ex- 
amination is passed. Cap received. 
Tlien as a nurse in training gradually 
gets more resi)oiisibility, alway.i fol- 
lowing the hosi)itul routine. Up every 
morning at si.v a.m., dress, break.fast. 
On duty at seven a.m. Receive night 
r-epoi-i. patients breakfast, medicines, 
temijeratures, sponge baths, bed mak- 
ing, dusting, arrange flowers, poulti- 
ces, formulations, surgical uressiiigs, 
write up clinical and temperature 
charts, nourishments, accompanying 
doctors and superintendent on their 
round of visits to jiatients. That is 
only an ordinary morning's work, done 
under tlie supervision of a fully qual- 
ified graduate nurse. Hospital day 
is duty from seven a.m. to seven p.m. 
Night duty seven p.m. to seven a.m. 
Months of duty on medical ward, some 
surgical ward, private wards, infec- 
tious ward, obstetrical ward, diet 
kitchen, pharmacy, operating theatre 
day duty, night duty, holidays, after- 
noons otf duty, classes, lectures, study, 
examinations. Finally at tho nnd oX 
three years comes graduation, at 
which a diploma and medal arc pre- 
sented. There we have a fully quali- 
fied conscientious nurse. 

Aiiotlier woman wants to nurse. Site 
goes to a doctor, says "Doctor you saw 
me take care of my friend, when she 
was sick." "Yes, you toolt good care 
of her, gave the medicine 1 told you 
and she got better." "Well, I «-arit to 
nurse and need the work, will you give 
ine cases'.'" The doctor, (kind heart- 
ed man,) immediately Irys to oblige. 
Is sncli a per.son conscientious? She 
is selling to the public something she 
has not got, seldom at a cheaper and 
often at a higher rate than a trained 
nurse. 

Another young woman wishes to 
teach. Siie goes to the superinten- 
dent of education. "I love teaching 
children and would like a school?" 
"What certificate have you?"' None, 
I didn't bother to take any examina- 
tions or go to normal school. I can- 
read, write and do arithmetic." "Sor- 
fry, but our children must bo taught 
liy those properly trained for teachers. 
If you wish to teacli you must take 
the nece.ssary examinations, and nor- 
mal training before the law will al- 
low','ybu''to htive a school." 

We next have the young man who 
has been long enough ._ln a dentist's 
of.flce to know how ''to'' pull;' tooth. 
How many of us would. trust. hlm wlth 
the cara. of our teeth'? . Or.^' how .long 
would the Dent'nl'-Assoclatldn 'allow 
such a person to ,'pra'ctlce ."We are 
protected by law froijn frdudlent den- 
tists. "■(,.-'' 

Another young matt wishes' ;to be a 
veterinary, i surgeon. . .l-To reiidii books 
on the subject. ' Then -goes, to a ranch 
and jisks to treat some, sick cattle. Wo 
be.ir the rancher , answer , promptly : 
.\Iy catile are too valuable to be en- 
trusted to the care of .any except col- 
lege trained l.irltlsh -Columbia passed 
veterinary siirgeons.V." The same 
rancher probably employs', ;untralncd 
nurses for his wife and' ch'lldr'eh. 

.fust a few words. aboutfsendlng to 
the old country for untrained or 
partly tralney nurses for our coun- 
irj- districts. It Is absolutely unnec- 
4'.s.';ar,\ to do so, as tho Victoria Or- 
der of District Nurso-s, with head 
quarter.s at Ottawa would supply ev- 
ery [lart of Canada with trained nurs- 
es .for the asking. ■. : 

Some one dear- to us Is' talten seri- 
ously 111. Wo ' can with; confidence 
call in nny one wlio puts M. D, to his 
or her name. It is well known that 
tho medical association has weeded 
out all tho quacks, and allows onl\' 
I'ully qualified . proylnclally passed ji. 
D.'s to practice. ' ' 

We engage an untrained nurse at 
fifteen a week. .Slie takes no respon- 
.■•iljillly, can not give Ircatment. or do 
surgic;il dressinp.'!. The doctor makes 
extra vi.'iits on that account. A train- 
ed nurse lakes responsibility, can givo 
treiitnienl. and do surgical dressing 
esiiecially. A\'e lost by employing tho 
untrained nurse. 

At the present time the graduate 
iiur.ies ar(> trying to havo a rogistra- 
tion 1)111 passed, and the public asks 
"wny.'" liocau.se we want to hp. put 
on (ho stime footing end given the 
s.'ime protection every other profession 
has. 

In what way will It advance the 
l>rofession of nursing?

French Ship at Dublin 'From Portland 
Reports Four of Her Crew Lost 
During Voyage 

Four of tlio .sailors .of,; tho : French 
ship Emiile Siegfried, onefof the grain 
fleet to load at Portland' last fall, 
■were drowned oltitho^tlrlsb coast Jan- 
uary 20, acoordlng.,to a brief cable 
received, by the Merchants' Exchange 
from Dublin, whore the vessel .irriv- 
ed February 1. Tho message failed 
to state the cause of the tragedy, but 
it is i)reHuniod tiiey were w.Tshed over- 
board during a heavy storm. 

"With a cargo of wheat, o.Njiorted by 
Balfour, Gutlirlo & Co., the Kmllle 
Siegfried, Capt. PoUes, sailed . Septem- 
lier '11: Slie iiad been out on tlio pas- 
sago 12fi days, whicli is a better 
sliowing than that made by tho aver- 
age windjammer. She Is also tho 
ffirst of tho sailing vessels to load at 
Portland tliis season to arrive nt her 
destination. If slio was in .1, storm 
•when the men lost their lives it is In- 
ferred tiiat she escaped any serious 
damage, or the matter would have 
been mentioned In the cable advices 
which Is always customary.

Alamo Takes Off '47 Men From tho 
Kentucky—Enquiry Into Disaster- 
Unseaworthiness Alleged 

AVIroless telegraphic apparatus again 
Bliowed to advantage In the rescue of 
the crew of the- steamer Kentucky 
which sank. oft tho AtIa:ntlo coast when 
en route to Seattle, her - crew being 
taken olT by tho Mallory liner Alamo. 
A stringent investigation is to be made 
concerning tlie loss of the steamer, it 
being stated at New York that the 
vessel was not seaworthy. She put Into 
Newport News leaking, and after hav- 
ing repairs to the sleeve of an Injec- 
tion pipe iiroceeded. 

Operator W. D. MoGInnIs as soon as 
the water began' to pour Into the hold 
of the steamer, sent out the distress 
call of the wireless code, and soon tlio 
operator on the fruiter Alamo heard 
"S.O.S. We arc sinking. Our latitude 
is 32.10; long., 70.30." Ho responded, 
and thereafter there was no call from 
the sinking Kentucky. The inrush of 
water had drowned out tlie dynamos. 
Wireless operators- waited In vain for 
other messages until the Alamo slg- 
naHed:..,"Ijat..;.'32.4G,i long. 76. 2S: S, S. 
Alftmo^has taken Capt. Jlooro and crew 
of 46 men from sinking steamer Ken- 
tucky. Water had. alreadj^ reached lire 
room and steamer will sink before 
midnight., .,Tho Alamo is now proceed- 
ing to Key , West.''

buffeted her sides and opened her 
seainn. Heavy weather was encoun- 
tered off Cape llatteras, and grave 
fears were felt lest the steamer might 
add her bones to tho hundreds In the 
graveyard of the Atlantic.

Life on an English -Dairy Farm. . 

, By\ Nbrtli Cduntr'lo". '"' ■ ' '■ 

Five o'clock on. a snpwy-mornlng is 
not an Ideal tlmo^tovb&4aroused,'''0ven' 
If it bo by a cheeryishout.-or'a'snatcli 
of song. The cowboy,' a Siiuat,' mannl- 
kin of sixteen, with very roguish eyes 
and sharp wits, stands under the open 
window and whistles, sings or dances 
by way of gentle eye-opener,'befbro he 
culls: "Miss Varley, -2aiss Varley;"' 

"Y'es,' replies tho dairymaid, whoso 
room I share. In a very sleepy voice. 

"Time to rise." 

"Wh-u o'clock is it?" 

"Half-past, and "quarter-dark," and 
off lie trudges, chuckling to the music 
of a milk- pail. 

It has never before been my fortune 
to view tho world at five a.m., fro'm 
the midst of snow-clad hills, and I 
could not forego tlie pleasure tor the 
salce of two and a half hours more of 
blanketed warmth; but I am only a 
new importation, and perhaps custom 
win wear away tho reluctance to be- 
gin the day in the middle of tho night. 
I am a typlste, -whom London- fogs and 
a draughty ofllce have driven Into tho 
country In search of health, and I am 
doing the cor^espondenee-.■and^ Ijook- 
keeping on a large dairy furm^^ln iex- 
ciiange for dairy training^ 

The dairy Is a very chilly building, 
with tiled floor, glazed tlle-walls, 'many 
windows, and a deep verandah. Here 
til 7 a.m. my Instructress (a college 
trained and certificated dairymaid) 
and I, weigh, strain, and register tho 
milk of each of tho fifty cows, as it Is 
brought ill by tho milkers, and prepare 
tho milk, croam and butter for the 
morning delivery. Four mornings out 
of tlie seven I havo to explore tlie dim- 
ly lit recesses of the cow-house for tho 
disturber of our slumbora, and per- 
suade lil'm to light the boiler fire, 
wiilch lie lias forgotten. This duty ho 
performs as a favor, an my iironiising 
to tend It myself the remuliuler of the 
day. 

Breakfast is at 7:15, but before that 
time and during tho breakfast hour, 
the cottagers of tlio district troop down 
to the dairy for the "skim" witli a fine 
rustic contempt for tlie notlco on llio 
door, which tells them that the dairy 
is not open till eight. 

At eight we are at work again — my 
chief prcijaring the milk for separat- 
ing, and 1 in tlie pickle house, turning 
and basting hams. Perliaps I w-ant.to 
souse s(A'iie of the finlslied hams. Tliat 
means a loss of ten precious minutes 
In a vain iiunt for a man or boy to 
carry water— to bo repeated two or 
three times in tho course of the day 
till some one has been persuaded to 
flU the tubs. ,Tho emptying of a tub 
cannot bo accomplished In less than 
a week, and then, only, ,wlJen-I threaten 
to duck the p3r'ii\Ky!^i^x\:f\\^^^\i^^,,. 

liy this time the milk has been heat- 
ed to the temperature for separating, 
and it is my work to turn the handle 
of the separator for half an hour or 
more, while my chief feeds the >mllk. 
into the machine, and between the 
pallfulls scal^l nil the butter-making 
imiiloments, and weighs the cream for 
churning. This also has to be raised 
to a temperature, and while It is heat- 
ing, I snatch a few minutea at the 
books, ^^'■hat a cliaos they were inl 
wlien I came! X was asked to initiate 
a system of bookkcoiiing, as there had 
been none previously, and my simple 
postings are regarded as a feat. 

Butter-making takes from 9:15 till 
dinner — 1 o'clock— and every minute 
of tho time is carefuly planned. First 
my chief washes the milk cans, separ- 
ator parts, cream Jars, crocks, etc., 
while I churn. Wiien the butter has 
"come" I hand it over to licr to "break" 
and "wash," and I dry tho tins Which 
she has washed and scalded. Then 
again, wo exchange — i to work the 
first lot of butter while .she continues 
tho washing of tho buckets, and, it' 
everything goes well, she should be 
ready to malce up (ho butter by tho 
time I have the water worked out of 
it. This rarely happens, liowover, as 
Interruptions of many kinds occur. 
Sometimes these take the form of in- 
terested visitors, who want to know 
which is tho cliurn and which Is tho 
separator, and may they liave a small 
jar of cream, wrapped In brown paper 
and tied with a string to form a 
handle. 

The churn and , butter-worker must 
be scrubbed and scalded before dinner- 
and the floor ought-to be flooded with 
boiling water,' and swabbed; but this 
latter operation has usually to lie 
postponed till afternoon, as it Is Im- 
perative that the , dairymaids appear 
at dinner In fresh, dainty attirej ."mem- 
bers of the famllyi'i'-iwlthsno- sugges- 
tion in dress or hurried manner" of tho 
30 or 35 pounds of freshly churned 
butter. Such being the case, the much- 
lirlzed nfter-dinnor .siesta has to bo 
omitted, and a rush made Into the 
dairy to clean up before the afternoon 
milk comes in. 

Milking begins at two o'clock, and. 
the work now is liglitor and moro var- 
ied. The milk has to be weighed, strain- 
ed, etc., as In 'he morning, and I usu- 
ally manage to get an liour at tlie 
hoolvs, and write tlie letters ivlik-h 
have lieen dictated at odd moment:? 
earlier in tlie day. 

An interlude which is (luito an "ex- 
tra" in tho (lay's jirogramnie is the 
spectju'lo of the cowman exercising- 
tlie bulls, or ^-lce versa. A steoi) hill 
runs jiasl the dairy door, .and tho 
bulls, one at a tl'mo, tear up and down 
for exercise, with a pole attached to 
the nose ring, and hanging on desjicr- 
ately to the other end of tlie pole is a 
red-faced, breathless, iiorapiring man. 

Usually one or two expeditions havo 
to be made tlirougli the yards, cow- 
houses, or jilgstye.s. In quest of the! 
vanishing cowboy, who has forgottcni 
to carry coals to tho boilor-liouse or to 
take away the buttor-mllk for tli'e/ 
pigs. Then more visitors call, for this 
is a show dairy, and tho marble table 
on which the bricks of butter lie under 
white muslin, and which is valued at 
£20, is famous . in the district. 

Some time in the' afternoon, the \-an 
returns from^ifs 'round of butter deliv- 
ery, nnd:'tho .training In a London of- 
fice is of,:ltttla;fiolp In translating tho 
signs arid ■■iharlta' of a van man wiio 
cannot rread,-6r^,''^^^^ His recollection 
of nipnoyi'reqeiyedN. and -goods to bei 
chafge'd. ls' vory hiizy, but on one point 
ho Is very clear — he hover receipts an 
account. As ho hands the accounts to 
me to bo discharged ho says: "I never 
puts my nnmo to any paper when 
thorn's money consnrned," and so, un- 
der tho guise of shrewdness, he at- 
tempts to conceal his dollcloncles. 

At lialf;past four separating begins 
again, and tlio stream of cottagers 
pours In for .skim. Our customers are 
tinles, this time, "half-penny hubles" 
we call thom, -wltli iiltcliers or bottles 
slung In bags lest tlie Infants fall, and 
sticky halfpennies held bashfully be- 
tween rosy Hps. After the separating 
and washing up there is still som.o 
clerical work to bo done in tho day-; 
book, cash-book, and milk register, and 
perhaps a few accounts to malce out 
for tlio earl.v milk delivery next 
morning. 

Tlicre are somk! wonderful siin.sets 
over the valley, and even on our busi- 
est afternoons wo steal out for :i mo- 
ment, and forgot our milkpiills, as wq

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.— The action o£ 
the stock market today confirmed the 
Impression made yesterday of a sub 
sldonoe of the more acute apprehen 
slon felt or prosesed over the business 
and political outbreak. Part of this 
was due to the requirements of the 
uncovered short interest, which bought 
stocks because there wa.1 no sign o 
further pressure of Ikiuldation. Also 
assurances were exchanged between 
somo of the operators In the market 
that "thlng.s looked bettor at VVaah- 
ington." The only published news 
from Washington bearing stock mar- 
ket relations was the announcement 
that the federal incorporation bill, 
framed by tho attorney general would 
be ready for introduction In congress 
next week. 

The boar party In the speculation 
was somewhat Intimidated by the 
evidence of substantial demand from 
investment ."sources at the level to 
whicli prices wore forced by the weeks 
severe price decline. The foreign mar- 
ket sent favorable Influences, Includ- 
ing a docllno in the private discount 
into In London and an expectation 
that reductions might bo madt^ next 
week in the official discount rate of 
tho Bank of England and tho imperial 
bank of Germany. 

Only faint attempts were made to 
contest tho rising course of prices, a 
sharp reaction in the coppers after 
tho opening moa.suring its greatest 
extent. Tho buying on the advance, 
on the other hand, had some remain- 
ing signs of hesitation and caution. 
Prio^es receded before tho clo.so, on the 
appearance of the bank statement. 
' The .continued expansion of loans, 
in spite of the heavy stock market 
liquidation" -was in lino with the show- 
ing for several ' weeks past, and must 
bo ascribed to the process, of rectlfi-. 
cation of tho crQdlt-, arr'angementB' 
made lust fall, A'hen loans: were shift- 
ed from tho banks to' avert a deficit, 
and- at the same time save the 
speculative position. The present ne- 
cessity for this rectification must be 
taken in account in estimating tho 
causes of the week's heavy liquida- 
tlon of stocks. The largo decrease in 
cash reserve was another surprise in 
the bank statement, as the known 
movements of money indicated a gain 
of over $5,000,000. Tho decrease shown 
by the actual figures reached over 
$10,000,000. Bonds were firm. Total 
shares sold par value $2,257,000.

The Chinese cling to the past; they turn 
their backs on the usages of their fathers with 
extreme, reluctance. Hence it is that each 
feast-injthe calepdaih.is^^^ |all;tl}e 
gusto the occasion deriiands ; biit none like tl)e 
New Year. This is the holiday of holidays. 
Many days, often Weeks, arc spent in prepar- 
ation ; houses are cleansed, debts arc collected 
and all affairs, are settled ; the last days of the 
old year are the great settling days, and woe 
betide the business man who does, not meet.hia 
liabilities thei> 1 . The one custom ;of Xhina s 
New Year ' that, stand.s ,, qut .preTemihefit-^ is tho 
paying of delitsi / A)riipst"superhuman^ 
are, made, and the. 'mpst'i'sfringent pressure is 
brought '.upori one -another, in order that the 
accounts of the year may be properly closed. 
With the Occidental no. special fu.ss is made if 
a debt goes over into a New Year; but it. is 
different with the Chinese. . They pursue each, 
other with relentless persistence, .vyith eager 
anticipation, in order that .they may receive' 
what is owing them, atvd again they are pur- 
sued by those to whom they owe money. As 
most of the small storekeepers have no bank- 
ing account, the last day of the old year is one 
" of no small amount of anxiety to them. In 
China, if a balance sheet were made up on New 
Year's Day it would show how much :silver> 
China possesses. Then, at home--^and / fiitri-' 
:;idreds of Chinese go there yearly tor the'hbli- 
,;;day—7the streets of every mud village i" and 
•}Jiyiralled:rcity, inside and outside the wallSj-'are 
■fth'oked^w^ stalls and mat-spread booths, on 
which everything that can allure the eye, or 
tempt the taste, is arranged. Pawnshops do a 
thriving trade, and the .hucksters are busy sell- 
ing all manner of things. 

On ever}' Chinese door new pieces of red 
paper with the .hieroglyphics which translate 
"May good luck attend you as you ojpen^^^t^^ 
door!" arc to be seen,. ofter other legends are 
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pasted up. It is a poor door which has not the 
characters in black on the red paper: ''Soi 
mun tai kat," literally, "Open door, big luck!" 
The habit oi pasting up these mottoes and dis- 
tichs has come down from ancient days, and 
shows no sign of being less popular than afore- 
time. Numbers of indigent .scholars improve 
the shining, hour. (•■■In. Xhina it is a common 
sight to see them, wTtH' huge spectacles to 
make them look more intelligent in the eyes of 
the commoner, seated at street corners or mi 
the temple yards, surrounded by specimens ol 
their caligraphic art. Comparatively few ol 
the common people are able to write these dis- 
tichs in the classical style with the accredited 
flourish, and it does not seem to be the cus- 
tpni tOAprint them, deiipite the inriish of West- 
ern methdds: The: mottoes vary,' although 'that 
(3f,"Open door, big luck!" is most popular.- An- 
other popular one is, "The five happinesses 
may enter into this house." Among bu.'sy nieiV 
a motto often used is "May wealthy customers 
ever crowd this shop." These things arc al- 
most universally used, and no man, with a 
shanty, however squalid set back in any of 
the labyrinths of; Chinatown, '.will - venture to 
dispense with the l?tt- .6£;i red . paper » overplus' 
yoor.s , 1..

I The feature, of' China's -New 'Year most "ob- 
vious is the burning^iof -firecrackers. To those 
who live in China's) cities' the sound numbs the 
senses ; they hear a constant "battle with the 
evil spirits." The firecracker to the Chinese 
an instrument of religion, not a noisemaker 
for celebration. On every package of genu- 
ine Canton firecrackers there is a little sheet 
pf-T.ed:- paper— red peach paper- it is called by 
the'Cliiriei^e; There are golden hieroglyphics 
oil it. Unlike a Western label, these have no 
reference to the maker's -a ares. Ask a Chinese 
and he will tell you that the characters refer 
to the spirit which dwells in all eternal things. 
The red-peach paper is a symbol, a charm to 
conjure away th*" evil spirit and conjure the 
gods of luck, of wealth, health and happiness 
— and what can one want more? Red is the 
color of- China, not yellow. The imperial yel- 
ilow;>6i^^.piirple;;:is na^ compared -with; red 
in the eye'cf^theiChin The red-peach pa- 
per of the firecracker to them represents the 
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Tree of Life, the tree of man, and red is the 
color symbolic of universal life, of salvation 
operating to secure the health of body and 
soul. Red is used on every joyful occasion, 
at marriage, or l)irth — if the child be a boy:, if 
a girl, the mourning white is worn. 

\ The bombardment of firecrackers, which is 
a feature of the New Year's ceremony, begin- 
ning at midnight, is because the v/ickcd spirits 
that liave been banished since the 23rd day of 
the moiitli, have then returned to earth, and 
the firecrackers arc fired to drive them away 
from every threshold. It is at midnight^,on| 
the 23rd day /that the household gods go to 
the home of the gods to report on the conduct , 



of the family, and they da: not return to earth 
until New Year's eve, leaving ■their charges, 
meanwhile, to the tender mercies of the evil 
spirits. No firecrackers can be fired until the 
household gods have come home, for the Chi- 
nese are afraid that while attacking the evil 
spirits they may disturb the good ones. There- 
fore they wait tor the homecoming of the be- 
nign gods before' thd; war, -is . declared against 
the ■ demons — and this '-war is; always the in- 
itialfeature of China New" Year.,, i„ . - 

Long strings of firecrackerS-^big cannon 
■.crackers and little crackers — are festooned 
from, verandahs and from the eaves of the 
houses, and then the fuse ia ignited. ^The en- 



tire line is soon ablaze^' the" crackers splutter- 
ing, lizzing and blooming; and any misshapen 
imp of the night that can wriggle through the 
cordon of fire is regarded as so clever that 
the Chinaman will adopt him as a personal 
god. While the crackers are booming the Chi- . 
nese. family, will usually add to the cacophon- ^ 
ous celebration by beating gongs, drums and ; 
cymbals; and after the >evil spirits are van- 
quished, balls of colored fire are sometimes '..J 
fired — particularly in Chinese villages — to no- | 
tify the household gods that have delayed oa 
the homeward way that the evil ones arc slain ,| 
and the path is clear .for them to return, | 
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Market day in the little Connacht town; it 
is afternoon, and business is spasmodic. A 
man, standing in the wide street, is singing a 
ballad in a voice trained for distance and the 
open air. He is in descent from the wander- 
ing minstrels, and his class has been kept alive 
by the excitements in rural Ireland. He be- 
•longs to a fraternity still very numerous. Their 
palmy days arc over, however, for things have 
become more settled, and the ha'penny news- 
paper has arrived. Generally the minstrels 
carry with them a sheaf of ballads which the}' 
retail. Who writes these ballads that circu- 
late from Donegal to Cork and from Dublin 
to Galway? Sometimes the authors are 
known. The ballads, in the main, are written 
by anonymous people, by shopkceiicrs, by 
schoolmastfrs, by policemen. Their ])lace of 
publication has a curious proximity. It is in 
Kilmainliam, a place notable for the dcleiition 
of political prisoners. The man in the street 
is without scripts. He is singing a ballad. that 
has been on the roa^d :••

The singer is a lame man. J!e is heavil}' 
built, wears a cap, and holds a stick in his 
hand.

song finished, he crosses the' street and makes 
his way into the public-house. With its crowd 
the interior is a replica of the market. The 
people talking and drinking have been the 
ballad-singer's audience. lie goes to the 
counter that crosses the upper end of the 
shop, and stands waiting on their attention. 

The ballad-singer takes off his cap. His 
big head is bald and his face is clean shaven. 
The big face' has many protuberances on it. 
The nose looks like copper, and the face looks 
as jf it had been burnished. The small knowl- 



edgable eyes watch the crowd attentively, but 
without any flasli or eagerness. A tumbler of 
l)ortcr is given him, and the minstrel sits down 
on the end of a barrel. He salutes each per- 
son in thejshjsg^ldrinks a little porter, and, hav- 
ing gaindcfMrrie'att&tion, begins a song. The

Towards evening he presents himself at 
Mrs. Jordan's, where non-stimulating com- 
modities such as draperies and groceries arc 
sold.

contiiuious; and the uni\'ersal experience of 
ratepayers bears witness that they lui\ e l)ccn 
co.stly; but the sum tdtal of the results iias 
long appeared tf) dispassionate '.ob^ervcrs to 
bear no ade(|uate jjropoi tiori tb'the labor and 
the money udiich have been exp6iulcd;.ili, .pro- -• 

r'' curing them. The means, or supposed" iheans, ' 
to a piven end ha\'e often been more consid- 
ered than the cnil itself; and the child has 
been lauj^dit arilhmetic without any ri'fercncc 
to the place which fi.cjiircs were likely to hold 
in his subsequent existence, or writing with- 
out consideration of his probable future; needs 
to write, or reading without consideration of 
his probable power to select wisel}- from 
■ amouf^' the printed matter likely to be brought 
under his consideration. The education of 
the workin.g-class child, instead of realizing 
Paley's definition as ;i "preparation for the sc- 
cpiel of his life," has loo often been a preijar- 
ation only for some form of life which he was 
never in the least likely to lead; and has some- 
times even tended to repress, rather thaii ])rc)- 
'mote, the full development of the taculties cal- 
culated to be most useful in his career. The 
education of the senses a!ul of the niiisenlar 
s^'stom, together witli tli;il ,i,n-owth of the brain 
which exercise of the senses and of the mus- 
cles ])romotes, has loo ofien been suffered to 
fall into a secondary place, or to be even hin- 
dered by the ])ressure of discipline- upon the 
natural activity of the young; and the' cnthu.si- ' 
astic advocate of teaching has seldom ])ausC(t 
to inquire how niMcli of what was taught 
would be retained, or how much of what w;is 
retained would he employed'. Fortunalcl}-, 
there are signs th;it wiser counsels are likely in 
the future to pre\-ail, .and of a .l; row ins.'; con- 
viction that education, regarded as a process, 
should be stimulating to ,the symmetrical dc-: 
velopmcnt alike of the i)hysical ancl'of the. in-' 
tcllectual faculties, and can only be successful ■ 
when conducted in such a m.'inncr as' to har- 
monize with all the needs of the growing or- 
ganism. It is bc,t,nnninn- to be understood, for 
example, that the cultivation of manual dex- 
terity in chilrlhood is essential to the posses- 
sion of any high degree of it in adult life, and 
that, if such dexterjty.djembjt^s^^^^ ihe 
growing brain willi''^suffei^''t6gkh with the 
growing hand. The adult craftsman, whose . 
hands have been untrained in childhood, will 
not 'only be less dexterous than othei-s, but he 
will also be less intclli.genl. 

On account of these considerations we 
hailed with much satisfaction the recent de- 
termination of the Board of Education to in- 
troduccya-ud^carryiout injdcmentary and other 
schooKs' a "cbmpietdHystem of training in jdiy- 
sical exercises, a training which cannot fail to 
be eminently conducive to the growth of a 

I liealthy brain in a healthy ajid weH-dcvclopcd 



body ; and v.'c have learnt A\-ith equal j)leas- 
ure that the F.dncation Connnittee of the Lon- 
don Count}' Council has been giving serious 
-consideration to the question of . the best meth- 
'ociss.'bf' teaching the English language, which, 
for the great majority of JtSr pupils, must be 
the sole, or at-. lcast- the ' priricipal, key to 
knowledge of every other description. The 
committee has instituted a series of confer- 
ences, at v.-hich many teachers and other ])cr- 
srnis of ex|K'rience or authority have been in- 
vited t(j assist, for the general discussion of 
„>ed,iicatioha| problems, a:nd the reports of these 
•v'confere^^^^ will from time to time be pid)- 
liSlieil;^:^^ first of them;,ori. the, teaching qf 
Eh'glish, which has been recently, published, ist- 
bcfore us; and the committee iiitroduces -it' by; 
a' preface setting forth that the importancei-'of 
instruction in the mother tongue is so great as 
to render this priijrity specially appropriate. 
It is so, if on no otlier account, yet in view of 
l,f.)r(l Sherbrooke's admonition; for the chil- 
dren who are now jnipils in elementary schools 
-will in a few years largely control the destinies 
of their country; and it is important, perhaps 
above all other things, that they should be as- 
sisted to luiderstand and weigh the arguments 
which will be sulnnitted to lliem. They can- 
not (111 ihi.s unless they hnve a larger \-ocalni- 
lary, ami ,'i clearer comprehension of the mean- 
ings of words and sentences, than the forms of 
schooling hitherto chiefly in vogue have had 
any tendency to confer upon ,them ;. and most 
of those wdio have listened to the reading of 
school classes, even in quite recent times, will 
have been likely to entertain some doubt as to 
the degree in which the sounds pronounced 
were associated with ideas. 

The suggestions made' in the report of>-the 
conference are very various, and cbver a great 

deal of ground ; while the opinions cxpresscil 
do not appear to have been unanimously enter- 
tained. W'e frequently meet with such an ex- 
pression as "some of us." and it ajjj^iears tli;u

shall never again forget anything. But the 
"old suspicion that this would be <t. very doubt- 
ful advantage is strengthened by tidings from 
Germany, where some one proclaims himself 
the greatest benefactor of the race, because he 
can teach the way to forget. 

Your first impulse is to say that-.the" gear . 
tlcman is superfluous, \vhethcr you-'bclbng't'o 
the apjialling class which- has a memory for 
every detail, or to the more genial but equally 
distracting company who are capaiile of for- 
getting their hair pins, or to the most distress- 
ful species of all, alas! like myself — who can 
be relied, upon ^neither to remember an en- 
gagement nor 'to' forget, you will probably 
agree that forgetting is an accomplishment 
which needs no teachers. But if we turn our 
attention away from the manifold and import- 
ant, but highly irritating and practical, details 
of life, away from things like train times, and 
meal times, and letters and ap])ointments, and 
the like irksome necessities, it is possible to 
sec some value and some scope for the ability 
to forget. The art of happiness, according to 
cynics, is the art of forgetting. This docs not 
refer to practical things, but to things mortal 
.-md spiritual. Whether you remember like 
mo.sl of us, all the injuries that you have suf- 
fered, or like the real virtuous, all Uiat you 
have ever inflicted,. the result'is almost equally 
uncomfortable. . 

If the German "savant" can teach us how 
to regulate our forgetting faculty, in this rriat- 
ter he will be a blessing. No doubt his hard- 
est task is to teach us how to forget all the 
dreadful wrongs that have been inflicted on 
us by w-icked malice. We will assume, what 
is certainly not true, that wo are all agreed 
u])on the general advisability of forgetfulness 
in this matter, merely as a matter of personiil, 
private cojinfort it does not pay .to -pass oncis ; 
tiihe in thinking how biie was hurt, "how one 
was annoyed, how, alas! one too often is .dis- 
gusted ! But — the man who undertakes to 
translate this sage opinion into practice has 
an arduous enterprise before him. ^loreover, 
it is not true that entire forgetfulness is the 
way to happiness. 

You arc doubtless a fool, if you treasure up 
every little in^ntipnaL or.v. unintentional of- 
fence as wortIV bitter'%?entment. That is not 
the way to live. But if you arc going to for- 
get every injury, you will find injuries multi- 
l)ly upon your devoted .head. There are in the 
world, and it is likely there will be for some 
time to come, too many people who, when they 
find you have forgotten that you were imposed 
upon, will take occasion to impose upon \-ou 
again.- There are ])euple who will take yoiu- 
lack of resentment at their insolence for a 
warrant to be insolent again. Like every 



other virtue, forgetting is only to be practiced 
in moderation. v 

It is added that, if you are wise, there are 
other things besides the unpleasant which 
you will have to. learn to forget. Before you 
have;gone;many decades through life you will 
find some of the friendships -which you fondly 
belie\'ed immortal„is-.spmeiv,of the affections 
which seemed invincibly "strong, M'-'ill " e'n'dure 
oidy a small fraction of a lifetime. ■-i.::; 

It is very likely nobody's fault — we di#'" 
tress ourselves foolishly \vith anger and re- 
crimination. The wise way is to forget what 
you believed, and be content with what is. But 
in;teaching.-the.way to carry out this, our sage' 
Gc'rhian?wyi^^^^^^ the hardest task of all. " 

The idea seems to 'prevail" ' anioiig many 
people that the Fuchsia is a winter blooming 
house idant, and su ilicy put their plants in 
their windows and give them a lot of attention, 
hoping for and expecting flowers, though they 
usually fail to get any. The fact is that with 
one or twp" exceptions the J'uchsia is strictly a 
feani.mer blbomcr. When one considers that 
this plant blooms steadily and profusely dtir- 
ing about six months of the year, it will be lin- 
derstoocl that it is expecting too much to ask it 
to continue to do so through the winter as 
well. No plant could stand such a drain on its 
vital forces. 

in order to obtain the most satisfactory 
specimens for summer flowering either as pot 
plants, or in the open border, Fuchsias should 
vbe allowed to rest during the winter months^ 
They may be placed .in a cellar in November of 
December. After allowing them to ■ become 
somewhat dry at the roots, the foliage will 
then fall off and the plants become dormant. 
In this condition they should be allowed to re- 
main until March, when they should be re- 
potted and brought uj) to the 'light. As soon as 
they begin to throw out buds which " show 
•yyhere. the branches will be, they should be 
pruned" so as to get them with certainty into 
desiredjorm. After growth commences they 
must' be liberally watered an;l protected from 
excessive heat. Treated in this way thcv will 
blossom contimially through the summer and 
will repay the little care rcqun-ed to be bestow- 
ed upon them.

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WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS 

Adam Smith 

Adam Smitli was the first of the !:jrcat so- 
cial and jjolitical philosophers, and has been 
styled the "father of modern economists," who 
have all followed, more or less, in his fool- 
steps. His great work, "The Wealth of 
Nations,"' has caU^ed; .. forth the high c.st culo- 
gism. Biickle caV'hafdiy find words to ex- 
press his admiration. He says, "Well may it 
be said of Adam Smith, and that too without 
fear of contradiction, that this solitary Scotch- 
man has, by the publication of one single 
work, contributed more to the happiness of 
man that has been effected by the united abil- 
ities of all the, statesmen and legislato'rs of 
, ^lipmi; history!; ha^:presen anthentic^acr- 
' cotint."'' While SttclUitnstihted! praise iniist/b'e 
accej^ted as containing more or less cxaggjerr^ 
ation, at the same time this remarkable work 
of Smith's on political philosophy holds a very 
high place in literature, and has been the 
means of inspiring noble thought which has 
,leclyii?^'n6 deed, and has^had'ian ttnlimited in- 
fluence ^for good upon 'maiikind. ' ■ ' 
; Smith was a contemporary of Rousseait's,- 
and his teaching and that of the great French- 
man agree in many respects. Rousseau's cry 
was "back to nature," and we read in Smith 
that nature has done all things well, and if 
we wo^^ild succeed and win happiness for our- 
selves and for our kind we must obey the 
mandates' of nature, and insist upon natural 
, rights,! natural liberty, and natural law. 
- Adam Smith was born in 1723 in Kirk- 
caldy, Scotland. His father dying _ three 
months prior to his birth, his mother was his 
sole guardian, and a loving and efficient guar- 
dian she proved to be, standing in her son's 
eyes as the highest ideal of pure womanhood. 
She lived until Smith was sixty years old, and 
her, son was never the same after her; death. 
He obtained his education first from his 
mother, then at the University of Glasgow, 
and finally, obtaining a scholarship, he at- 
tended Balliol College, Oxford, where he re- 
mained for six years. Graduating, he went to 
Edinburgh, where he began his career as a 
lecturer on rhetoric and literature. He filled 
the chair of logic in Glasgow University, and 
later still gave up teaching' tO; travel. He wrote 
his great book, "The Wealth of Nations," dur- 
ing the ten years between 1766 and 1776. 
■ Upon its publication -the worth of the teach- 
ings contained was immediately recognized, 
and the whole country read his book. He died 
in 1790, three years after hjs appointment as 
Lord Rector of the University of Scotland. 

/Adam Smith never married, but he knew 
what it was to love. Just why he remained 
single has never been known, for the beauti- 
■ful and accomplished girl, who had won his 
heart, .seemed to return his affection, and re- 
mained faithful, to him until death, living to 
be over eighty years old, and "retaining even 
at this advanced age traces of her former 
•beauty." The power of her understanding and 
the gayety of her temper seemed to have suf- 
: . fered noth ing ,f roni the hand ■ of time. ■■: •. . •;

This doctrine 
lias bdeii accepted in theory by the vmost' influ- 
ential writers on musical topics, but teachers 
are, as a rule, unable to see how^ the idea can 
be practically applied in giving lessons. 

"'J'he only workin,![( rule needed," said Air. 
Taylor, "is, avoid those jiractices which cause 
throat stiffness, and sing^in a. way that pre- 
vents undue mu.scle tension !" ' . 

"What practices induce throat stiffness?". 
Mr. Taylor was asked.- 

* "Anything sung mechanically or unmusi- 
cally \yill, in the course of time, lead to muscu- 
lar tension. So does the widespread custom 
of tryin.g to open the tlinjut; or to bring the 
tone forward in the mouth. Trying to feel tin: 
upper notes in the head leads usiiallv to an 
objectionable nasal quality, while the attempt 
consciously to control the breath renders a 
natural' iise of the voice impossible. As .every 
forni of ^vrong br, .undiie musd 
vocal organs is indicated in the sound of the': 
tones, there is never any difficulty in knowing 
whether throat stiffness is being caused. 

"To break down a condition of habitual 
stiffening of the throat muscles is simpl}' a 
matter of throat relaxing exercises. All wrong 
tension .having been removed, a student is 
readily and easily taught to sing correctly. 

"It is necessary first of all to abandon the 
generally accepted belief that the voice must 
be,,,liandled in some special way. It is not 
necessary for you to know how S^ou produce 
3'our tones. If you do nothing to interfere, 
the vocal organs will lake care of themselves 
and [jroduce exactly the kind of tone yoiu" ear 
demands." 

Mr. Taylor told the conditions under which 
the voice will steadily. iniprove by singing half 
an hour every day, , aifid the pupil reach the 
point where songs .iiicl arias can be mastered.

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PRE-COLUMBIAN AMERICA 

Almost nothing- is known with any cer- 
tainty of the history of America ijctore the 
time of Cohimbus, and only very va^iic guesses 
can be made as to tlie degree of i-,i\-ihz;ition at- 
tained by its people, except in a few instances. 
The voyages of Eric the Red and the other 
Norsemen are themselves shrouded in ob- 
scurity, and the story of them does not pretend 
to tell anythint;^ about the peoi)lc of the land. 
There is a AVelsh tradition of an early setlle- 
incnt of a colony from Wales on the \Vesteni 
Continent, but much doubt exists as to its au- 
thejitic,ity. The Indians residing im what are 
now the United States and Canada have no his- 
torical records. So far as can be learned, they 
had been living from time immembrial in the 
primitive condition.s in which they were when 
the European settler came; and the fact that 
their tribal customs were well established 
shows that they were the result of centuries of 
.development. What traditions of the past had 
been preserved at that time, we have no means 
of knowing, for the relations between the Eu- 
ropeans and the Indian tribes were not such Jis, 
to invite confidence, and at any rate the North 
American Indians do not seem to have con- 
; cerned themselves with much that had hap- 
pened before their own day. Of nisthology 
thc3' preser\'cd a vast store, and running' 
through very much of it is the story of a great 
catastrophe. . The, habit of -;alIV;;itneducatcd 
races to localize incidents, /theSnriperfett un- 
derstanding of Indian lahguag'e,s''.' Which most 
Kuropeaus have, the absence of an intelligent 
interest in the mythology on the part of those 
who had the opportunity of learning it at first 
, hand, the natural reticence of the race, the in- 
fluence of the early missionaries, who discoun- 
tenanced a belief in the stories that had conu; 
down from the past, all combined to destroy 
the recollection of the ancient mythology and 
even of the traditions of great events. For an 
example of imperfectly remembered incidents, 
it may be inentioned that the Alilicitc Indians 
of New Brunswick have a tradition that there 
was once a great earthquake that lasted for a 
long time, and after it was over the St. John 
river was changed from a series of lakes to a 
s treaiTt'i bordered by many; low-lying ; flat areas. 
That ''is all that seems to have been preserved 
of the incident in anything like an historical 
•wAj; but there is the myth of Glooscap, which 
seems to relate to the same thing. Glooscap 
corresponded to the H iawatha of the IDakotas, 
the 'Spbiow of the Skagits, and other senii- 
• ■ divine beings, who aided the Indians in the 
day of their great adversity. But there -is not 
the least use in tr3'ing to make anything; re- 
sembling history out of these iriyths and le- 
gends. They only establish the-,&nfiquity of 
the race which has preserved thein; -,aiid' clear- 
ly indicate that North America was, populated 
previously to the last great geological change". 
. In a previous article it was pointed out that, ac- 
cording to the estimates of the United States 
Cieological Survey, the northern ice-cap, which 
now covei;S.;,;the;L islands 

jjelagor extendeiS-i as ';faF s^ " 
where St. Paul and Minneapolis now stand as 
recently as 7,000 3'-ears ago. There is no dif- 
ficulty in believing that America was settled 
ai. that time, but, on Ihe contrary, it is hard 
to think it Avas not, The myths suggest that 
it must have been pco],<ed before the ice-cap 
had extended as far to the south as it was at 

the time mentioned, . V 

No subject is involved in greater doubt 
than the origin of the Indians pf the. , 
Western Continent. .\s yet nearly evcrj'- 
investigator has approached the examination 
ul the subject with a prc-conceivcd idea i'i;it 
mankind originated in the table-lands of Con- 
tral Asia, and went out therefrom to the oct 
cupation of the rest ot the world. In any in- 
ves.tigatioij' a -preconceived idea, militates 
against , impartial research. As .the latest 
Vvriter on this question says, the evidence in ; 
favor of a migration from America "to 'Afsia is 
<|uite as strong as that in favor of a itiigra- 
lion from Asia to America. The conclusion 
reached by this writer is that tiic race th.at was 
living on the Continent, when Columbus came, 
had been here at least 25,000 vears anrl not 
more than 200,000 years. He arrived at this 
opinion by estimating the time necessary to 
])ermit of the development of the various 'lan- 
guages, racial characteristics 'and grades of 
culture. During comparative! v recent 'vears 
fonsideralilc work has been done in the way of 
classifying the several aboriginal languages. 
This is a process that is nccessarilv slow, and 
often it is found that languages, which appear 
•"^•^ f,*r?V^'^'''''"'"^*'°" totally distinct, on 

closer investigation prove t6^ be of the same 
stock. Up to. the present, if has not been pos- 
.sible to reduce the* number of apparently dis- 
tinct languages on the .Anierican;,' Gontinent 
below 133, of which 56 are spoken ■in' North ' 
America proi)er, 51 in Soutli .\mcrica and 2ft 
in .Mexico and Central .Vnieriea. This classifi- 
cation disregards the \arious dialects (.)f the 
■same. language. If these were reckoned the 
number would be very greatly increased. No 
satisfactory- theory for the existence of such a 
great yariety ;bf speech has ever been suggest- 
ed ; but the rcniarkable freedom of each lan- 
guage from words taken from otlicr languages 
suggests that such civilization, as-- the various 
tril)c.s had reacherl, was attained at a time when 
there was ver}' little intercourse belwcen thcin. 
It also seems to show that America has never 
been the seat of widely extended empires, such 
as existed in Europe, Asia and Africa. 

As a general rule such. traditions as the In- 
<Hans tribes have preserved of their origin as- 
sign it to some place in the North. In this 
.respect the similarity between them and;, the 
races of southern Asia and Northern Africa is 
'very marked. The paths of niost of the great 
races of mankind .seem to have been along the 
]\]cridians, but whether thev would be found 



.rtp^£ converge. aL^the> North Pole, if we could 
■s ti'aces^them, Is a 'matter of pure speculation. It 
is worth mentioning that the pyramid-builders 
of. Egypt and Central America both assigned 
their origin to the North, and there is some- 
thing of a resemblance between the hierogly- 
phics of the Nile valley and those found in 
.Yucatan. These points of resemblance furnish 
rich food for thoughts, which those who are 
interested in . such things can follow at their 
leisure. -They are worth remembering, be- 
cause not only as this series of articles devei- 
o]is, but in one's general reading, facts are sure 
to be brought out, which seem . to fit in with 
the theory that the pioneers of civilization on 
both Hemispheres came originally from the 
sauie reg-ion,;!;and arrested their southward,, 
steps 6ri't)iDfh"'Hivisions of the earth's surface 
in about the same latitude, that is just a little 
north of the zone of equatorial heat. That 
there may have l)ecn n'ligrations to America 
from Europe and \'ice \'ersa is not at all im- 
probable ; but it may be said with some claim 
to accuracy that the earliest traces we have of 
the ancestors of the people who were dwelling 
in the New World, Vbrhfiir.Cplum 
it, show them to have been a race Avho had 
reached in certain localities a .state of civiliza- 
tion high in some respects, and that they were 
people who had migrated southward to . the 
lionies the\' then occupied. 

In attempting to deal with pre-Columbian 
.America, \ve find ourselves face to face with 
problems that seem insoluble. Talce for ex- 
ample that i^rcsented by the Eskimos. It is 
said by some persons, wdio have been much iii^ 
• contact with' therAIaskan Eskimos, that _1:hey* 
claim to have'conie from .the north. On ' the 
'other, hand thej-c seems to be a great deal of . 
evidence that they lived in the region just west,: 
of Hudson Bay before migrating to their pre- 
sent homes. The Eskimos seem, to prefer to 
live on the border of the legion of ])crennial 
ice. and if it is true, as has been pointed out 
above, that 7,000 years ago Arctic conditions 
reached south of the latitude' ofvWinnipeg, it 
is very ea.sy to believe that at .that time the 
Eskiniqs;,,Uyed ,nnich:/fiirt they 
iiow do. and that'ifli^^^^ retreating 
. ice to their pi-eseht Iiomcs, This is a more 
'■'tenable explanation' of their residence in the 
north than that commonly received, namely 
that they were driven there hy enemies. If the 
latter were the case, it is difficult to sec why 
the homing instinct, so conunon to all man- 
kind, has not long ago led them to migrate to

- ?■ - ENGLISH -SOVEREIGNS ' 

■ AV''hen John died, his son and successor, 
Henry III., was only nine years of age. The 
lad appears to have inherited many of the ob- 
jectionable qualities of his father, although he 
was not personally wicked;%Hii.^\yprst char- 
acteristic seems to. have bceirliis^faithlessriess 
to his'promises ;.but when wq consider the cir- 
cumstances of the case, this docs- not appear 
quite as black as it otherwise might. We 
ought not to look at Thirteenth Century events 
through Twentieth Century glasses. Ideas 
prevalent then, and held by men of the high- 
est character, would not be entertuineil now 
by any but extretni^s.^;^tSocie.ty was^^^^^^ 
ativc stage, aiwi^so ^Isd'were po 
ligious institutiohs 'rail oyer Eitrope; Ir The .; 
papacy ain^Sd at political supremacy, and cin- 
ployed its spiritual powers to that end with- 
out compunction. The new doctrine of the 
divine right of kings was finding expression 
especially in iM'ance, and the foreign nobles, 
who surrounded the young English king, filled- 
his miiul with this idea. The Churclr.iiifjEilg- 
Tand was steadfastly asserting, its right'ib fi*eC- 
dom from temporal control, and was disposed 
to resent any interference from the papal sec. 
. ^he English was determined to curb 
-the ippwers of the kiiig. The niercliant guilds 
Avere learning to -appreciate their power and 
realize that tlieir place in the hod}' ]^olitic was 
scared}' less influential than that of the no- 
bles. The ])ronnilgation of the Great Char- 
ter and its annual renewal, notwithstanding 
■,the.~attemptsMo£ John and jHenry, to eyacle it, 
was accustoming the people to tliijiilea of lib- 
erty within the law. Learning was reviviiig 
aiid philosophy w.as finding a new impetus in 
the writings of Roger Cacon. Yet it is im- 
possible to I'ead the story of the earl}' years 
of Henry's reign without realizing that "there 
A\'as great inicertainty in the minds of all men 
i iu every subject , pertaining to the welfare of 
the nation. 

It^ is to; be remembered that John had re- 
signed his crown to the legate^,of .the Pope . anicl,- 
had received it again as the Pope's vassm;''rhife 
.made the Pontiff the overlord of England,' and 
according to the principles of leudalism, no'th- ■ 
ing that the king could do was valid, if it les- 
sened in any degree the authority vested in 
his over-lord. Tlierefore the Tope was with- 
in his rights, as they were then understood, 
when he refused to recognize the Great Char- 
ter as b inding, and, declared j the .king, absolved 
from his oath to observe itr In Jolin's timc^^^^^^ 
and afterwards in Henry's, the Charter Wt\s>- 
often proclaimed and the sovereign swore to' 
observe it, but invariably llie !'(ipc declared 
the new proclamation void and that' the naihs 
of the kings were not obligatory upon them. 

.At this time a strong religious moj'cment 
swept over England. It originated ahnxid and 
was set on ff.iot hy St. Francis of Assizi. Some- 
thing like anarchy prevailed in the land during 
the minority of Henry, and the people .soiighlz 
in. religion the consolation which , their dis-;. 
tressed political condition seemed to demand. 
It may be mentioned in passing that nearly all .' 
the great movements in the development of 
British institutions have been preceded' by, a, 
strong religious revival. During these yeans 




the. minds of the people seem to haye;.beeii;iri^.a: 
state of preparation for what was to' conic.' 
Until Henry proclaimed himself of age in 12'2^, 
.Hubert de Burgh, Earl Marshal, admini.stered' 
the affairs of the kingdom. He was a strong 
and just .man, and things would have gone 
well with the country, if it had not been for 
the cpnsiUi|i4B^;?l',^crencc of thC; pajialvlcg^tcs, 
w'ho^claimedttfid' right . to cohtrol^^affair^^ 011 
th'e:;grpt^^^ England was only J*.'a, ■ vassal 
lcingdpm> ' jtduis'of France was loolted ■ upon 
as the pattern of monarchs, and he was a 
staunch upholder of the principle of divine 
right, to which Henry gave willing assent, at- 
tempting to secure its recognition and looking 
upon e\'".ry concession wrested from him by- 
barons or people as obtained, under duress and 
therefore void. Inr.1238 when things were at 
then- worst, there appeared .lippn-jthe stage of 
iMiglish politics, a man whose natn6 js worthy 
of all honor. 

Simon de Montfort was born in France, 
and his father was of that country. His grand- 
mother was Amicia Beaumont, a sister of the 
i.'',arl of Leicester, and from her he inherited 
the earldom. Being of distinguished familv, 
he was regarded as a proper husband for King 

h'(j wds- ehtritsted with tiie go 

con}', the sole remnant of what -had >fprirterly 

been the vast territorial main of the English 

K-ings on the Continent. He seems to have 
been a man of passionate temper, with a 
strong sense of justice, and unbounded cour- 
age, although inclined to he overbearing, lie 
was at first distrusted by the baronage and 
people of England because he was looked upon 
as a foreigner, and he was continually cpiarcl- 
ling with the Iving,. whose jtyra^ exercise 
of power Jie would 'hot'-cPndOhcV Graduall^^ he 
gained the confidence of the nobility, and 
when in 1258 the King's debts grew so burden- 
some that something had to he done to meet 
them, Alontford called the barons together at 
Oxford, and there was then laid down for the 
first time the fundamental principle of parlia- 
mentary government, that there should be no 
grant pf supplies until there ha3 first been a 
.redress of grievances. What were known as 
the Provisions of Oxford* were passed and 
agreed to b}' Henry and then money was vot- 
ed to meet his most pressing demands. When 
this had been done, the king forthwith appeal- 
ed to the Pope to be relieved of his promise, 
but the prelate ordered the questions in dis- 
pute to be referred to the king of, France for 
arbitration. That monarch decided in favor of 
Henry's contention, although he; held the Great 
Ch a rter to b c bind irigt<^ i?^Thefeup6^ h c 

leadership of Montfort", - ■ thc' ' barons revolted 
and after a sharp struggle the King and Prince,, 
Edward were captured. Thenceforth until his 1' 
death Montfort was the virtual ruler of Eng'- 
laud. In 1265 he summoned a ])arliajnent, and 
for the -first time in the history of the kingdom 
the. boroughs were asked to choo.se representa- 
tives. In this parliament the barons, the 
knights of. the. shire and the representatives ojt 
the commoiialty assembled to decide; national 
affairs upon an equal footing." While the princi- 
ple of parliamentary government did not ori.g- 
inate with ^Montfort, for it had heen recogniz- 
ed as existing from time imtneniorial, it is to 
him that the peoidc of England owe the es- 
'tablishment of the Connnons as the third Es- 
tate of the Realm. In the I'arliament of 1265 
prelates, earls; bat;ons,' knights of the shires 
and representatives of the boroughs assembled 
and therefore we\shall not be far astray if we 
fix that as the date of the beginning of parlia- 
mentaiy.. gPyernmcnt as it exists toda}'. Un- 
fortunately •^fbr himself and for the country, the 
barons soon came to have fears of Montfort's 
intentions. He kept the King and Prince Ed- 
ward in captivity, and it was charged against 
him that he meant to place the crown upon his • 
own head. Edward^ escaped and headed a'-re- 
belHpii, -and at a battle,, which tppk-rpla^^^ at 
Evesham in ■ 1265,! Moritfprt •\vas defeated aiid 
slain. It wiasy!twp years before peace' wias; re- 
stored to the kingdom, and that result -vvas due 
to the resolution and honorable course dis- 
played by the Prince. 

Personally Henry contributed nothing to 
the wcliare of his kingdom.

IMMORTALITY. 

,,y rXh .English magazine has had a sort (.>! 
.symposium on the question, '"Js inunortality 
necessary?'' This is much as if it shouId a.sk, 
Is a comet's tail necessary? Eor if there, is 
such a thing as immortality, no question nf 
necessity can arise. The 'remarkable thing 
about tiic symposium is not so much that the 
question was asked, as that a number of dis- 
tinguished men professed to be able to an- 
swer it. The result was a wide difference of 
opinion, and that part of the English-rejfding 
public, which looks to the guidance^ . of 'the 
magiizine referred to, must remain in doubt as 
to whether or not it is necessary for man to 
have a life after death. 

The belief in or aspiration fc)r inunortality 
is secmipgly as old as human nature itscff

; . to the'star^^ the glorious cpnstellation 

f or Orion rMplendent in its majesty, we arc, 
if wc know the story attached to it, looknig 
upon one of the proofs^that^centuries ago man- 
kind believes in a luture life; The burial cus- 
toms of almost all aborigmal tribes are 10 the 
.same effect. It is quite true that a muvcrsal 
belief in a thing does not prove the existence 
of the thing itself; it does not even make out 
a scientific : prima facie case . for it. All .the 
universal sehtiment shows is the existence in 
human nature. pf a. deinand for another life, a 
demand tlia^Sli^^^^i^r-ftmutih a part of: 
our nature as anything else. From 
this Dr. Joseph Cook argued in his 
once famous lecture. "Does Death End 
All," that ^vc arc logically bound to , iti.fer-Va; 
fixture existence. He claimed that th(jre'"was' 
nothing in nature for which a complement was 
not to be found; in other words, that nature 
never does anything by halves. Thus Avhcn 
she made gills for fishes, she made water \vith 
air in it, whereby the machinerv of the gill 
could operate: or, if you like, having made 
water with air in it, she proceeded to make ani- 
mals with gills to utilize the air. So he argued 
from the fact that there is a universal cx- 
pectatioii of injniprtality we may infer immor- 
tality.'' t The' value of -this species of argument 
is open to doiibt, althpiigli iit; physical science 
the practice is. to infer the uhknowii from the 
known. - '-' .■ ; ' . 

Que of the objections taken by some of 
the contributors to the .symposium is that the 
eternal existence of an individual would be 
intolerable. This is not an argument one way 
or the other. It may be conceded that an}' 
conception of existence, Avhich we may be 
able to form, would be;.bf :£i;State,, which, if in- 
definitely prolonged, virpuii 'Be? iiisiipportable ; 
hut none of us is able to project his imagina- 
tion into the future and picture CA'cn in his 
own mind what an eternal spiritual existence 
would he. Of one thing we may rest assured, 
namely that if there is such an existence wc 
will be adapted to it. Ancient philosophers 
have found themselves confronted with the 
same thought as is now advanced as though 
it were something quite new, and the riesiilt 
was/the-eyolwtipnrpf^^ of Nirvana, 

Avhicli" ineans'the fih'aV'^ of the soul 

from transmigration. Nirvana is .specially as- 
sociated Avith Buddhism,' but it is not material- 
ly different from the doctrine of Moksha, 
which is of Br.ahmanic origin. Brahman is the 
Ultimate Cause of things, and Nok.sha_ is the 
final absorption of the individual soul in that 
Ultimate Cause, Avhich is said to mean, eter- 
7:;nar. happiness; One sect of Buddhists claim- 
edl^tliatj^'isjaw^ to the teachings of the 
Bnailnnaiw Ultirnatc Or ^se .originated in 
tlie^'\''6id; it f611o\vei&'''tliat: t^ of Moksha

this thought of absorption are to be found in 
the teachings of Jesus, but not any of the doc- 
trine of extinction. 

Another objection is that the ideas of eter- 
nal existence is incomprehensible but this 
docs not seem ti) be necessarily true. The idea 
of the absolute extinction of anything now ex- 
isting is much more difficult to believe. It is 
doubtful if the human inind ' is capable, of 
grasping the idea of absolute non-existence. 
Most of those persons, who argue against im- 
mortality, proceed u])on the assumption that 
the burden of proof does not rest upon them, 
and that if tliey make a simple denial, it be- 
comes the duty of the believer in a future eter- 
nal existence to demonstrate it. This is ab- 
.solutely unscientific.'v-We.-.know that there is 
such a thing as an indiA'idiiai' entity ; that is, 
each person knoAys that he has a personality. 
That personality is as real as his' hand or his 
arm or any part of his physical nature. The 
burden of proof that this personality ends 
with the existence of the body, as such,, rests 
upon the j.ierson Avho alleges that it docs. AYc , 
know that the body does not absolutely cease 
to exist. The materials of Avhich it is com- 
posed may be utterly changed, but they con- 
tinue to exist,^ an(lf;:Scieiice - demand that ' we 
shall .adniilr that'^tliey exist, etcrriall3'. ■ Science 
also d<;manjds^tlmt.,\ye shill adrnit Avhat it calls 
the. Cpnse'rvati6h''-o£' Ehergj'; which, .stated- in 
popular language, means that force is never 
extinguished but only - becomes latent or 
transformed, as the case may he. Surel\', then, 
if wc are asked to admit th.at matter ruid force 
;ire eternal we might also admit that (lur per- 
sonalities arc eternal. What is the difficult}' 
about the latter which does not also confront 
us in rcs|)ect to the former? 

ft is not intended in this article to exam- 
ine into the proofs of immortality, -but only 
to point out the fallacy of some of the objec- 
tions raised against it. Luniortalit}' may be 
inconceivable; but so also is mortality, Our 
A'cry existence is so inconceivable that sonic 
philosophers have denied that avc haA'c au}- 
actual existence. Matter is so inconceivable 
that some philosophers den}'' that there is such 
a thing as matter. Force is absolutely inde- 
finable. We only know that it exists. Some 
of the contributors to the .S}'mposiuni could 
not accept the idea of immortality for the reas- ■ 
oh that if they admitted it in the case of ni'ati, ' 
they could not dcnj^ it to animals. This pre- 
sents a more serious difficulty; but the answer 
to the objection seems to be two-fold. We 
have no reason to suppose that the energy, 
which finds expression in animal life is not 
eternal, and we do not know what it is in man 
which survives the process of death, nor by 
what means it is enabled to survive it. We 
are taught that "the gift of God is eternal life," 
andv.possibly if Ave understand just what that'- 
means,' wc Avould find our objections to the 
doctrine of immortality vanish very speedily. 



A Century of Fiction 
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Eduard Douwes Dekkerf 

Most of us have had our'apaigiiat^^^ 
oughly aroused at: the ;rep6r&|pf';tfic^^ 
conditions existing among the natiA'cs of «t^^^ 
Gold Coast of South Africa. There ha.s been, 
•K'&r.?^,' deal said about the unhappy state of 
ifaffairs there, and a great deal Avritten; and the 
abuses still go on, and the helpless natives arc 
robbed, tortured and put to death Avithout any 
/ihferfercijce from the onlookers," Avhb profess 
■ -.deep anger and grave concern, but hesitate to 
extend a hend to help the sufferers. Exactly 
the same conditions existed some years ago in 
the Islands of the ICast Indian Archipelago, as 
exist in the Gold Coast today, onty in the l"or- 
mer case the Dutch were the taskmasters re- 
sponsible for the ill-treatment of the natiA'c.s. 
For nearly three hundred years Dutch burgh- 
ers, knowingly or unknowingly, had accumu-- 
lated great wealth at the expense of the life- 
long toil and premature death of the Malays of 
the Far East, These natives Avere subjects of 
the ruler of Plolland, but \were, tPtallyi under 
. the dpniinatipn pf their _,c!iiefsi whose -^vord 
Avas their unquestioned law/ii.,^^-W^^ the Dutch 
a.grecd to protect ; the'n^tly^^^ gav^ ..c.artc 

blanche, to tliei|n 
premiums oh" whatev^^ 

furnish to the Dutch matketiijr-To^^^a^^ intents 
and purposes the natives 'Avcre the sla\'es of 
the chiefs, having no control over their own 
persons or their own property. Therefore in 
this land of plenty existed such horrible, suf- 
fering- as the result of ill-treatment and'.'extor- 
tion, that th.c indignation of a worthy cham- 
pion was aroused, and the outcome Avas a book 
which was to tlie people of Holland Avhat Har- 
riet Beechcr Stowc's "Uncle Tom's Cabin" AA'as 
to Americans. 

The Avriter of the book, the champion Avho 
took up the cudgels on behalf of the miserable 
Javanese^^and pther natives,..w 
, Eduard PpuAves Dekker,'; borir' i 
in 1820. .When a lad of seventeen he was' sent 
to the Dutch colonies, and remained tli'ei-e 'for 
twenty years in the employ of the govern- 
ment. He was given ample opportunity lor 
studying the conditions of the country; and 
he used every means in his power to 'stem the 
abuses practiced, and to give the suffering lia- 
, tivcs scmie,;redress?v'^ H opiniphs and; his-rribde 
pf prpceditre^i^^^^^^ his 'fellow pfificikls^ 

and .Avheiurispoft^^ were sent home, his goveirn- 
ment -was' even less pleased. He Avas advised 
to change his tactics and hold his peace, and 
inoney and promotion Avere offered hhn. But 
his conscience Avould not permit him to ad- 
vance his own interests at the expense of 
those Avliom he Avished to aid, and he sent in 
his resignatioivTand^.ireturned to Holland. 

Then, under tlid "stress of emotion, he be- 
gan to Avrite a record of his . experiences - 
among the Javanese, The bp6k;'in^lhe^V;gi4^'ge 
of a story, was eloquent Avith ' patbo,sj Jiirid 
with tragic descriptions, an'd bitter Avith ■ in- 
vccti^■e against those responsible for such 
criminality. He styled his story "^Max Have- 
laar," and wrote under the pseudenym of 
J.iAd[ujta.Ijitli''v.igyi^|»p,i- sitffered much) . Th e 
'boplc caused -s^^^^ that its. au- 

thor became fambus^aiid money floAyed; in„to 
him from the .sale of the Avqfk.. -B.very. t)utcli- 
nuin read it and ]:)rofessed increclulp.u's indig- 
nation, but because Dekker Avduld'n'ot declare 
himself politically, telling everyone that he 
wrote in the interests of neither ])arty, but 
only as the champion of humanity, the" cause 
he espoused Avas not taken up by the goveih- 
ment, and notching was done to better condi- 
tions; 4n.:, tht\vJ|a.stv-.;: So, keen Avas the author's 
disapjSpihthierit 'aridf chagrin that he becariVe 
an exile from his owriTan4jiahd'w^ live in 
Germany, Avhere he'Mi«lVin •fSSj'.-'' • ' 

He has Avritten many other books, prin- 
cijially in the form of stories and dramas, but 
all dealing with .social ami political problems. 
He was a versatile writer, his style is vigorous 
and Avell-sustaincd, and his hooks arc full of 
vivid dcscription.s, tear-compelling in their pa- 
thos, and delight inspiring in their beauty. 

An Idyll from Max Havelaar 
This little sketch concerns itself Avith the 
affairs of two native families, and especially 

the son of the one Avho is betrothed to the

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'CULURE; '-TRAIl^INGt^AND VARIETIES 
OF SWEiST 'PEAS 

By James Simpson, 1519 Blanchard 'Ave/'. 
The Sweet Pea as a garden flower has risen 
■' to great prominence within the last ten years, 
and is at present a universal favorite in the 
garden ; but still 95 per cent of the growers of 
it are much behind the times in their system 
^aViof growing them, and to such the following re- 
" "marks are rhearit tb and not to the lim- 

ited few ofi Vancouver Islandiwhp^grow them 
very ne'^r'to perfection. Th'cAwrlfer has much 
pleasure in saying that he never' saw }jetter 
Sweet Peas even in Britain than he hits; seen 
in Victoria. 

To be successful in their growth, you must 
give them two feet of good soil ; see that it is 
well drained, or at least make certain that it 
does not get waterlogged. , 

.Give abundance of thoroughly well-rotted 
manure, especially if any is wanted for seied 
purposes; if flowers only are wanted, the 
manure need not be of a nitrogenous nature, 
as Sweet Peas have the facult^y, along with the 
whole of the natural order leguminosae of ex- 
tracting nitrogen from the atmosphere, which 
:, • Is. left in the ground only if the plants are not 
' allowed" to seed. The next point to consider 
is sowing the seed or planting the plants. As 
a rule the amateur grower so\ys the seed much 
too thick, and does not thin out enough. If 
sowing seed is preferred, it should be, say, 3 
seeds every foot run and thinned out. to i when 
the plants are about 2 inches in height... The 
seed, if the ground is in good order and noi 
. tpo^jyet, Should be sown in February; some 
" ■ sowers'pfef e^^ sow' in a cold frame or a warm 
border and transplant. If this way is pre- 
ferred, the transplanting must be very care- 
fully done, or the plumula, or growing point 
of the root, will get broken and the plant will 
do little or no good. In planting, plant one 
foot apart in the line; the future culture con- 
sists; in simply keeping clean, giving abun- 
dance of water, after they are two or three 
feet high, seeing that they are properly fixed 
on the wires, and, above all, picking the flow- 
ers off before they form a seed pod. If every- 
thing has been done in first-class order the 
vines should grow to from 10 to 14 feet in 
height, and strong accordingly. 
v^ir-Trainingipfrthe Sweet Pea consists mostly 
fin'-ii^vin good trellis. A very 

l^cpiiiriionly used one is ordinary poultry net- 
■''tirig', more or less in height and more -or less 
badly fitted. The writer does not recomrnend 
this, as it interferes greatly with the picking. 
In a long line, for instance, if you happened to 
see a flower you wished, or an incipient seed 
pod you wanted picked off, you would have

geit It; t"^^ plaiii', 'in my opinion, is 

to erect a trellis of 2 x I inch dressed wood;

THE CHRYSANTHEMUM 

There are two totally different kinds of 
chrysanthemums. The one that is best known 
to "the amateur, the old-fashioned, hardy one 
that in its many colors adorns the gardens 
about many an old farmhouse, is small-flow- 
ered, seldom exceeding an inch and a half in 
diameter even under the best of conditions. 
These were known to our grandparents as 
artemisias, parhaps because the bruised leaf 
has an odor very like that of the true arteniisia 
or wormwood. These hardy, small-flowered 
or pompom kinds have been almost eclipsed 
by the large-flowered or tender florists' kinds 
that are grown in the greenhouse and over the 
perfection of which the contests of the exhi- 
bitions centre. 

The Leading Flowered Types 
These large-flowered kinds are of several 
types, but practically only two main sections 
arc recognized on the tables : the incurved and 
the so-called Japanese. The first named arc 
characterized by the graceful, regularly inarch- 
ing petals ; broadly, all flowers thalt do not thus 
incurye are classed ^j Japanese^'^C^ far the 
greatest number of ' the ■popula favorites of 
the day are -.of this variety. Among con- 
noisseurs, varieties of this section arc further 
subdivided according to the twist of the in- 
dividual petals, as the Japanese. incurved, the 
Japanese reflexed, and so on. 

The chief interest of the exhibitor is al- 
wa3's centred on, the large-flowered types be- 
cause thcyitoakejiby far the most impressive 
display.

• • Trials of Patier^ce 
The .greatest skill of tlie cultivatgr,' a'ncl 
certainly tlie greatest amount of patience,' is 
displayed in the production of specimen plants, 
cacli one of which has to lie .given individual 
attention and nursed with most soilcitous care 
from the time cuttings arc taken in January. 
The plants that attract so much attention in 
the exhibition flails are-' always one-year-old 
plants. ' For exhibition felobm's only, cuttings 
may be taken as late as May, the plant, being 
carefully grown in from that time itntil "No- 
vember. vSome varieties will not yield their 
best blooms unless they arc propagated as 
early as February, but tliat is exceptional. The 
care of the chrysanthemum plant from the 
time the cutting is rooted until the bud begins 
to show a tendency to burst or to open its 
scales, is merely one of careful attention to 
conditions which will ensu^:e, a>.-CPntiriuous 
growth. This will usuallyjbe 'in' September, 
when all syringing is discontinued' to. avoid all 
chance of rotting of the delicate petals. 

If water by any chance gets into the top at 
the opening of the bloom, there is danger of 
damping or scaldiii.g, thus disfi.guring the tips 
of the petals. Whenever the opening flower 
shows browned or discolored petals, it is a 
sure, indication that water has accumulated in 
the bud. Even drip from the roof, caused by 
the condensation of the moisture-in the air, is 
sometimes responsible for this. So it means 
that the cultivator must be very careful in 
handling v/ater during the last month or two 
of the plant's growth. 

Too high temperature, which results from 
the sun's heat in the early fall, is very likely 
to add to the troubles of the chrysanthemum 
grower, and all his ingenuity has to be exer- 
cised to secure. abundant evaporation in order 
to reduce the temperature. Once the buds are 
formed the. ideal temperature is between 40 de- 
grees-arid 50 degreM^a^ ^ , 



Brightness in Reds and Pinks 
It is not equally easy to produce good flow- 
ers in aU^|cplpr^:;V;T^^ can- 
' s'ucceed'''wliK'y are not especially 

troublesome to brin,g to perfection, but the 
red, cririison and claret-colored varieties are 
easily burned, and particularly so if strong- 
fertilizers have been given to the plant after 
the buds liave shown a trace of color. It. is an 
anxious moment for the grower. In his anx- 
iety to produce the best and largest flowers, 
there is a great temptation to stimulate great- 
ly. ■ These colored viirietieis are benefited by 
light shading. The observant visitor will no- 
tice a great degree of difference in the bril- 
liancy of coloring of the various pink varieties, 
but shading which greatly improves the bril- 
liancy of the color is not always beneficial to 
the growth of the plant. The art of the culti- 
vator lies in striking the proper balance. 

Freshness of the bloom, as it-stands on the 
exhibition 'table; 'cbiirits -for much, and this de- 
pends largely on the manner in which it is 
handled after it has been cut, provided every 
\ little cultural detail has been attended to from 
the very first. Naturally, the strongest, best 
bloom, but no matter how well it has been 
.igrown it can be ruined between the time it is 
Cut and the time it is'placed before the public. 

The best exhibitors cut the blooms twerity- 
four hours before they are to be packed 'for 
shipment.' They are then placed in water and 
placed in a cool, dark corner away from 
draughts, and each flower is carefully wrapped 
in tissue paper before i^eing packed. In wrap- 
ping the incurved blossoms, the paper is tied 
around the stem .just belowrthe; ,flow,er and 
pulled up over the top, where it is tied. For 
the drooping, or reflexed form, the paper is 
placed on the top of the bloom, drawn down- 
ward and tied carefully around the stem be- 
low the bloom. The essential part of this tying 
is to draw the paper around so that it holds the 
petals firmly. Otherwise they will get' bruisecT', 
and damaged in the handling. . , 

The wrapped blooms are then-:laid .leng^^ 
wise in boxes six feet long, t\vo feci wide-. arid 
i,ahout one and a half feet deep. Theseyboxes 
are lined with a thickness of heavy ' glazed 
wrapping-paper, lapjicd over so as to exclude 
the air, and held in places by tacks. Inside this 
arc about half a dozen thicknesses of news- 
paper, accordin.g to the condition of the weath- 
er and the distance the box has to travel. If 
the weather is likely to be warm, som,e .Jitnjps • 
of ice are , placed / insi^cle the box abo^t the 
steins of .the flowers-, . , 

The" tied -blooms a^,e'^iaid lengthwise, with 
the blooms towards, one Fnd of the box, a roll 
of excelsior having prpviouslj' been ni.t into 
position to support tlie neck of the^ bloom so 
that the petals will not be crushed against thc 
bottom of the box. Two or three rows of 
blooms may thus be 'placed in the box, and 
cross strips of wood are then nailed in to keep 
everything;, tight, a roll of -excelsior beitig 
placed in^for each layer of blooms. ••. As veach 
roll is put in, the fpli%e 'should^ be'^watercil 
lightly, or better stiilj''a- sheef'''6r 'wet- paper 
placed over it.

MARKETING POULTRY. 

'J'hc holiday trade for poultr}' will soon be 
here, and farmers will be shipping in their sur- 
plus stock of birds. One of the most impor- 
, tan t , details in connection with the ppjxltry 
business is to put everything, eggs and hirds 
on the market as fresh as possible, and in the 
most attractive condition. By this time the 
fowls should be fattened and ready for market. 
They should always he well fattened and well 
dressed because there is no profit in marketing 
an inferior product. 

Before killing, all fowls should be kept away 
from food for at least one day and nightj even - 
thirty-six hours being' better than twenlyi-fpur. 
If this is not done, the food will decompose iii 
the crop and intestines, and injure the qiiality 
of the meat. It will be stale before it gets to 
the market. 

There are different methods of killing, but 
wdicn the birds arc for local, or immediate con- 
sumption it is usually considered the better 
plan to kill by dislocating the-neck and pulling 
the head out a short way. This is done by 
bending the head backward as far as it'will.go 
and at the same time stretching the neck, when 
it will be immediately dislocated ; pull the head 
out about \ inches from the neck. The head 
is thus held to the body ])y only the thin skin 
of tlie neck. .Allow the head to hang down, so 
tliat the blood can collect in the neck and not 
discolor the body, 'v' 

'J'hcy can be immediately dry picked and 
care should i^e taken to remove all the pjn 
feathers. Old fowls arc more easily dressed 
by scalding in hot w-ater just below the boiling 
point and then dipping them quickly into cold 
water before picking. This makes the feathers 
stick together so they can be removed much 
quicker. It also keeps the outside thin skin 
from peeling off. li scalded, however, the 
price is one to two cents lower than if dry 
picked. 

Just as soon as picked the chickens should 
be thoroughly cooled, packed in boxes, and 
marketed as soon as possible. Pack the birds 
so that their backs will be up when the box is 
opened, and line the boxes and' cover each lay- 
er with plain paper. 

After the birds arc packed it is not a good 
plan to hang them up by their legs as that will 
stretch them out and make them iook long and 
lean. The better plan is to keep them doubled' 
up, or if many birds are handled use a "press- 
ing box." This is simply a V-shapcd trough in 
which the birds are put after being picked. 
They, are placed in this box breast down and 
weighted. This moulds them into a compact 
form and as soon as they are cold they will re- 
- main that way, making a plumper and more 
pleasing looking article for the buyer. — North- . 
west Farmer. 



SOIL CULTURE IN DRY BELT. " 

One of the men who has made a- name for 
liimselt m the agricultural wprld of today is 
Prof. li. W. (Jampbell, of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
the elaborator of what is known as the "Camp- 
bell system" of farming, a system which is 
based on sound scientilic principles and is de- 
signed for the ""dry belt." Kecentiy Prof. 
Campbell has been addressing farmers' gather- 
ings in Alberta, and the following points in 
connection with his system, .gleaned partly 
from his addresses in the west, and partly 
from his presentation of it in other form, will 
be of pariicular interest at this time. 

Prof. Campbell is one of the pioneers, of the 
western States, and has seen both sides of 
farming life in his agricultural career. ""Neces- 
sity is the mother of invention," and it was 
the darker side of crop raising that made him 
seek for a method of culture which would en- 
able farmers in the semi-arid belt to raise pro- 
fitable crops independent of either weather 
conditions or irrigation^ arid after fifteen years 
research. Prof. Campbell is now anxious to 
demonstrate to western farmers the value of 
the system, which he has elaborated. During 
the first three years on his homestead in Soutli 
Dakota, he had splendid crops, and not until 
the fourth, fifth and sixth crops had failed, ow- 
ing to drought, did he turn his attention to the 
movement of Jspil.water; and its relation to agri- 
ciilturei - He triied: different sea^^^ and depths 
\^bf ploughing and found that each succeeding 
season gave him different results. In the ear- 
ly.jlays, even in the irrigated districts of Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, after several crops had been 
taken from land that w'as abundantly supplied 
with moisture, the yield grew steadily less and 
the settlers found that the idea that water was 
the only element necessary )vas entirely erron- 
eous. Besides this, trouble arose in these dis- 
:;,tricts, owing to the farmers quarrelling; among 
■ theriiselves as to the amounipf wafer recieived 
by each, everj'one thinking that his neighbor 
received more than his just share. Prof. 
\ Campbell's system, however, does away with 
^'irrigation, even in the most arid districts. 

Thorough understanding of his system and 
its adaptation to varying conditions, he claims 
■ produces larger yields with one quarter the 
amount of water used formerly, proving con- 
clusively that it is not a question of water 
•^alone, even with the most, fertile soil. 

To raise crops accoMirig tb^this system the 
soil must be brought into that condition in 
which it contains an ideal quantity of air and 
water, and then, with heat and light, fertility 
is developed. Perhaps we should not be very 
far wrong if we should say that Prof. Camp- 
bell's S3'stem is almost entirely built up around 
these two pohrts; thorough tillage and conser- 
vation of soil rnpistUre. /rp;bex^^^ are 
very many other relate^df-cbnsideraf^ and 
there are many diverse roads leading to these 
main points. Great stress is put upon those 
forms of cultivation that constantly forestall 
the evaporation of water from the surface of 
the soil, or that prevent its being drawn off by 
weeds ; and the frequent stirring of the upper 
layer has a large place in the system. The 
scientific principles involved arc much the 
same as those underlying the method of sum- 
mer fallow, that has for so many years been re- 
commended by Angus Mackay, of Indian 
Head: only Prof. Campbell has given the 
same principles wider application, and has ela- 
borated what may very rightly be termed a 
"system" of cultivation. 

It is impossible in a short article even to 
summarize his methods, but a few salient 
points may perhaps be touched. 

Prof. Campbell claims that there is no tool 
that the farmer can own that can be used in as 
4inariy.,:'yvays and'under as many different condi- 
-tiprt's;aS the 'disk harrow. Its great value lies ; 
in its adaptability to the protection of moisture, 
the preparation of the surface soil, for the en- 
couragement of rapid percolation of the rain 
water, and in thoroughly pulverizing a some- 
what cloddy field and getting an improved 
physical or mechanical condition of the soil. It 
has been us'ed on thousands of acres instead 
of ploughing wdicn it should have been used to 
precede the plough, in whichi connection its 
v/prk is mpst;.yaluable,;vThe^sinallest size of 
disk is recbmmended bn'account of its greater 
pulverizing and reversionary power. The pro- 
per use of the disk harrow at the proper time 
may double the crop, and its use is advised 
early in the spring on all stubble ground or old 
fields intended for spring crops ; also immedi- 
ately after the binder. This latter procedure 
may come as a surprise to many, but Prof. 
Campbell gives strong reasons for his jadvice 
as follows: ' ' 

yc.'Tn still another seaspri of the year, we find 
the disk of equal value, that is , immediately 
after the small grain or any other crop is re- 
moved, It is advised, whenever possible, to 
follow behind the harvester, and not allow the 
soil to be exposed a single day to the sun's rays 
after Ihe crop is gathered. It is ver}^ diffi- 
cult to explain the value and importance of this 
work in sufficiently strong terms to permit 
the reader to grasp its full force and meaning. 

First: There is no time in the year wdion 
water held in the soil near the surface in suffi- 
cient quantities will bring about so many che- 
mical changes as during the mpnths of July 
and August. This is the Reason of the year 
when a vast amount of idtrates and bacteria 
ma)' be developed; in other words, the fertility 
— the very elements that start your wheat off 
early with dark green color, and that have 
very much to do with its stooling. 

"The fact that the farmer loses sight of the 
real scientific or necessary physical condition 
of the soil in. the'plow^ his field for anoth- 
er crop, accourits 'for the failure of so many 
plowed fields to yield as much in dry seasons.^ 
as fields that were. simply put iri with a disk 



V drill and not plowed. How often have we 
. heard farmers say: 'I plowed my ground and 
fitted it thoroughly,^ and -my neighbor hogged 
his wheat in -yvith a di|k 'aridvgot a better crop 
than I did. In fact the man with the disk had 
produced a more scientific condition of the 
soil." ■ , ■' 

"Secondly : If there is any moisture in the 
soil below, by preparing this fine mulch of a 
liberal thickness, this moisture will accumulate 
in the firm soil just beneath. If no rains come, 
your ground is in perfect con^^ditiorijto plow, 
because of the moisture you haY0refaine.d by 
the early disking. .''^r^''-^-' ,^ 

"Third : If you do not wish to plow in the 
fall, this moisture can be carried over until the 
next spring when in case of a dry spring, 
yourself, if properly handled, can be planted, 
and the seed will immediately germinate and 
grow, wdiile your neighbor is worrying about 
. a dry country ajid may harvest nothing. 

"Fourth : Sometimes you may have teams 
and time to do some fall plowing for spring 
crops. If your soil is dry it is folly to . plow, 
; but if you have held the moisture in the -spil).' 
it is wise to fall-plow, providing you follow 'the 
plow with the surface packer, firmingthe, low- 
er portion of the furrow slice virhile.the soil is 
still moist, holding the moisture below, instead 
of allowing the furrow to dry out, as. it will if 
left loose by the plow." 

Another implement which finds a large 
place in the Campbell system is the sub-surface 
packer. The implement serves the purpose of 
crushing down the loose soil of the under por- 
tion of the furrow slice>.;breaking up the large, 
lumps, and so compactirig' the' whole that the 
particles, of i soil lie closer together and form 
a more" perfect connection between the unbro- 
ken earth beneath and the loosened soil of the 
furrow, also forming a more compact seed-bed 
and drawing the water by capilary. attraction 
into the stratum where the, roots -of -the plants 
begin their growths. 

We have compared Prof. Campbell's sys- 
tem to Mr. Mackay's method of "summer fal- 
lowing, but^Prof;^;^G?im;gbell^ insists 
that ^vhat' lie'' terms" '^^^^^^ is quite 

different from an ordinary sumriier fallow. We 
therefore give his own account of 

How Summer Tilling Should Be Done 
"Begin the work as early in the spring as 
the frost is sufficiently out of the ground, and 
the surface dry enough to permit the use of 
the disk harrow without the soil adhering to 
the disk, going over the ground twice by lap- 
ping the disk one-half. This produces a, mulch 
which prevents evaporation ; also loosens and 
opens the surface, so that the later rains read- 
ily andvquickly percolate into the soil, harrow- 
ing the soil after each subsequent rain. If the 
rain is top heavy, sb as to" dissolve and packithesf 
surface, a second disking rriaj'- be necessary^'; 
especially so if the season is advanced far 
enough for weeds to start freely. Don't at all 
hazards, permit the weeds to grow or the sur- 
face to become crusted. A little carelessness 
here may, and often does, make ten or twenty 
bushels less yield of wheat and proportionately 
similar los.ses to other crops. 

"Bear in mind that there are three objects 
in conducting this work with great care. First 
is^tp. retain all the moisture possible. that'may 
be then In the soil, for the evaporation in early 
spring is very great from both the strong rays- 
of the sun and in most localities the high 
spring winds take up much moisture. Second . 
is to loosen up the surface that it may more : 
readily and more surely take in all the water 
from the spring rains. Third, but by no means ', 
least, to admit the warm spring air that na- . 
ture's laboratory may be put early to work 
preparing the way for for large quantities of 
available: f^ or plant elements.' Plow late 
, iri jMe?br early July, seven to eight inches 
deep. Do nqtleaye the field at noon until that 
\vhich-'has ■KeW^'^ijlow during the forenoon' 
has been gone over with the sub-surface pack- 
er. Then at night the same, and if you use the 
packer, follow it with some kind of harrow, or 
cultivator that will leave the surface with a 
light,' loose mulch, breaking the larger clods, 
and levelling, ;so.fpr;,aS:;iti,m^ 
top of the Vam'^y^yitM^^ 

"The comrnon lever liarrbwipfod^^^^ very 
fair conditions. There are, however three or 
four much improved devices for this work be- 
ing perfected, which will doubtless be 'found 
oiijthe market,yery,;soon. 

' I^^ ' " 

"In June and July Avccds are quite persis- 
tent, and great care should be taken not to let 
them get the start. In fact, there is but little 
danger of weeds if you take care to lose no 
water by evaporation. All weeds are easily 
killed wdien small, but after the tap root has 
gone down and become firmly imbedded, it is 
not, easy to destroy them. Watch the condi- 
tions of -your field, going after it as soon after 
heavy rain as the soil :yy:ni,.'^ermit,^; u^^^ 
tool which you use to ■lceVp'''ybur riiitlch'^'pw^^ 
and loose; care should be taken to keep the 
mulch from two and one half to three inches ' 
deep. Remember, it is not desirable to have 
this mulch too fine, and never a dust blanket. 
It will be found very much easier to secure a 
mulch of desirable coarseness if the cultivating 
is done after rain, when the surface soil has 
reached the moist condition, notvwefeftpd^-yet 
before it gets dry. Continue _ this* "pers^ 
care through the season ; in case of extreine 
heat more frequent cultivation is necessary. 
Our rule is to watch, cafe,f,ullyf^ the, firm soil 
just beneath the riiulch''an'd"g'Mi^^^ time of " 
cultivation during continued dry periods by the 
quantity of moisture, observed at the top of 
the firm soil beneath the mulch, or if we move . 
the loose soil away and find that there is am- 
ple moisture, the protection is all right. If the 
top is beginning to show dry, then it is' time to 
cultivate again." - r. .

• The performance of Matid Pow- 
ell at the Philharmonic concert of 
last night in Mendelssohn's violin 
concerto in E minor was virtually 
a solo rather than a concerto — not 
merely throu,gh the nature of the 
composition, but by reason of the 
high relief given to the, solo. -pairt;. 
by the ])layer's way of pii'rforihihg 
— by what may be called her man- 
ner of violin technique. Her pla}'- 
ing stood forth by individuality of 
tone so complete as to tempt one 
to say, as of a human voice, that 
one would recognize the sound of 
that violin if one were to hear it 
again. It stood forth even more 
by the quality of attack, by the 
lithcncss, that seemed to, be a char- 
acteristic of the player herself. It 
was, in a word, vivid in all the 
sorts of color that orchestra must 
ever lack by the nature of a coars- 
er medium. And it dominated the 
orchestra accompaniment — that 
was scarcely more — from begin- 
ning to end. 

Perhaps even more credit than 
to the violinist should be given for 
this remarkable effect to the con- 
ductor, Mahler; himself so prone 
to be "of the dominant" that his 
self-eclipsc, with that of his or- 
chestra in the ascendency of the 
soloist, seemed to reveal but an- 
other of those concert devices for 
which he is known already. 

Schubert's "Unfinished" sym- 
phony in T> minor was pcrfofined 
as a first number, with its beauti- 
ful first movement quite eclips- 
ing the second. Schumann's sym- 
phony in D mitlor, the final piece 
of the concert, was given with a 
strange sort of neo-Schumannistic 
interpretation, in which the Ro- ■ 
mpnticist was transmuted into a' 
sort of emotion.Tl Wagner.

a good .gloss, if used while quite warm. 

Two flat camel-hair brushes should be 
used to a])ply the varnish and shellac, which 
can afterwards be cleaned with soap and hot 
water for subsequent use. After the various 
rods parts '^re varnished,, they can^ be put to- 
gether and' the i^bd suspendecl hi a warm, dry 
room free from dust, jdacc it carefully in the 
rod case and put it away.

Potato- Improvement 



During the past year very material prog- 
ress has been made by waj' of perfecting our 
methods of potato improvement and in insti- 
tuting their application fthroughout the coiui- 
.5try.' -At 'a' meeting 'of the Canadiatti'jS^ed 
GroAvers' Association j;i^i>ery^^^e paper 
on 'Totatp'.Impfovemerit" read by Mr. 
W. T. ']^Iacoun,vhoriic^^^^^^ the Central 

Experimentar Farhii '• ^pon the work whibh' 
Mr. Macoun and inan'jrVpther^j'atitho^ities on 
the potato plant, both at home 'arid abror\d, 
have done, a system of potato im]:)rovemcnt 
suitable for use among Canadian growers \vas 
drafted and has been ai^jilicd by several. The 
system adopted is simple and practical, yet is 
founded on scientific princi])les, the individual 
]daut being taken as the basis for improvement. 
The tubers produced by each plant arc, mor- 
jdiologically considered, simply swollen por- 
tions of the vegetative and not of the reproduc- 
tive system. The question has therefore been 
raised as to whether or not the j)rinciplcs of 
breeding which a])ph' in the case of sexual re- 
production through the seed, obtain in a sex- 
ual reproduction or perpetuation through parts 
of the vegetative system. Bud variation is, as 
a rule, more narrow than is seed variation, and 
some investigators claim that a part of any 
plant cannot possess qualities which differ ma- 
terially from those of another part of the same 
plant. The best obtainable evidence at the 
present time does not sui:)port this view, and 
the "individuality" of different parts is now 
gcnerall}' reco,gnizcd. Since the tubers pro- 
duced by any single plant are all distinct parts 
of that plant the possibility of variation and 
in other qualities recognized.. 

The system drafted for use by' this associ- 
ation enables the grower tp plant the seed tu- 
bers taken froni the different hills wliich were 
especially chosen for seed purposes tlie year 
previous, so that .my i^romisin.g variation 
which may result nia}' be selected and used in 
endeavoring to build up a strong, healthy and 
productive type.' ' Furthermore, in almost all 
l^arts- of Canada, no, matter how suitable may 
-be .the cpnditipns, -there are many adverse con- 
ditions with wliicli the 'pbtato has to contend. 
UnfoHuna'tely man himself is often the worst 
enemy ' of the potato, and unconsciously, 
though' very materially, assists in its down- 
fall. The usiii.g oi small ])ot;iloes from dc,gen- 
erate hills is perhaps one of the most glarin,g 
examples of this, as far as the seed is con- 
cerned. The practicing of improper cultural 
methp.dsivisiiaijipthcr common cr^pr..,:,^/^gainst 
thfese V things/: t^^ plant is contihtially strug- 
gling year after y«;ar, and while there is a con- 
tinual survival of the fittest wherein a few 
plants succeed in rising above the prevailing 
difficulties in an endeavor to maintain the 
standard of the race, yet unfortunately these 
are quickly gathered in and hurried off to mar- 



ket, leaving the smaller, less desirable and 
often degenerate tubers remaining to be used 
for seed purposes. With such a system is 
.these any wonder why many of our :.besit' vari- 
eties have suffered a rapid decline- until they 
are now .practically worthless? What is need- 
ed among potato growers today is some prac- 
tical system whereby it may be possible to 
select for seed purposes those hills which have 
shown thcmseh'cs superior to others enjo}-ing 
c(|ual opportunities. In this way seed tubers 
which rank above the average would be chosen, 
while those falling short Avould be ignored, 
hence making an upward instead of a down- 
ward tendency. The .need of just such an ar- 
rangement has been met by the association in 
its sj-stem of potato improvement already re- 
ferred to. 

In undertaking systematic work according 
to this system it is recommended in the first 
place that a .good standard variety be chosen, 
and that the best possible seed of that variety 
with to start be secured. The beginner is ad- 
vised to test two or three leading varieties the 
first year in 'stnall plots ?$ide' :'by ''side, to~ keep 
the hills separate when digging, and, after hav- 
ing decided which variety -has. given the b();t 
results, to select and keep separate 25 of the 
best hills of this variety for planting in the 
breeding plot of the followin,g yc;ir in accord- 
ance with the regulations as drafted. While 
the minimum size of the seed plot recognized 
by the association is jkj-acre, yet in the casje .pf 
potatoes it was thought advisable to depart 
somewdiat from this rule and to reduce the 
size of the plot to one of 25 rows. From each 
of the 25 chosen hills S of the most uniform, 
smooth and soinid tubers so selected is used 
to |)lant one of tiie eight-hilled rows, a single 
■i\-hole tuber being used to ])lanl each hill. At 
harvest time each row is dug separately and 
the individual hills within the rows are, like- 
wise kept separate for' examination. This ar- 
rangement permits the grower to determine., 
first the best rows and secondly the best hills - 
in these rows. The required number of spe- 
cially desirable hills can then be laid away for 
planting nn the spot the followin,g spring as 
above indicated. vSi^ecial blank forms are sent 
each grower in duplicate in order that he may 
.record certain information regarding the per- 
formance of each row referring especially to ' 
yield, quality and freedom from disease. While 
it is urged that the crop on the improved plot 
be s]irayc(l for blight, yet the s]n-ayin,g of a 
breedin.g plot is left to tlie discretion of the in- 
dividual grower. In districts where disease is 
troublesome the desirability of developin,g 
strains capable of withstanding these mai- 
adics is such that spraying is ignored and those 
plants which have shown the greatest; power 
in resisting diseases, arc chosen.

V- growing in an 8 x 12' clay-bottorri 
pool at a cost of two or three dollars, whereas 
your, neighbor who hires everything done will 
have s'petit twenty-five or thirty dollars. 

Popular Fallacies" About Water Lilies 

That it costs a fortune to cultivate them. 

That you must have miming water. 

That tlicy must all have artificial hPat. 

That tiie}' need deep water. 

That they are difficult to raise. r ; 

That the natural soil of streams -is- best for 
them . 

There are thousands of people who- can 
malce an artificial pond with little cost beyond 
that of excavation because the soil will hold 
water or because they have water enough and 
'to spare. But if water costs money or the bot- 
tom leaks, the water garden is a sure disturber 
of dornestic peace. \ ; , 

The Two Kinds of Artificial Pond. 

There are two kinds of water-tight bottoms 
for basins of aquatic plants — cement and clay 
. —and the latter is not cheaper unless the clay 
costs nothing and the hauling can be done by 
one's own teams. It is rarely safe to have this 
clay layer less than a foot thick. Every bit of 
it must be tamped, while wet, and it is best to 
ram it every time the; weather , is 'favorable for 
a period of three or four weeks. .>If horses are 
allowed to get on it they may break through 
the crust and cause embarrassing. leaks. There 
is always a contractor in one's' neighborhood 
who will estimate without charge' the^cost of 
excavation, and usually, too, some one who 
can estimate brick work. The ideal pond, so 
far as avoiding trouble is concerned, is one 
Avith .a cement bottom, and if you have no 
gravel or native stone on the place with which 
to make a. fpur-;inQh : la,yer, of : concrete, - ;yoUt^ 
should figiinj : privhrii;k; • WhaiteTC con- 
crete, it has to be faced with an inch layer of 
Portland cement. If there is danger that all 
the water will freeze solid, the masonry must 
be protected from the cracking in winter by 
six inches or-inorc of litter,^ such as autumn 
leaves, or any other nonconducting material. 
Water-lily roots must never be allowed Lo 
'freeze. -'It is safe to construct a.^twenty-five 
dollar water garden with; the aid of .-the free 
booklets on water-lilyvXulturejgiven;Aby deal- 
ers. - ' '-''.-^>'" ^ ' ' 

Two of the most surprising features of 
water-lily culture arc the shallowness of the 
water and the artificial character of the soil. 
Three feet is deep enough for the centre of a 
pond and. twelve to eighteen inches is the 
staiidairtiidepth for.the.'larger part o the basin. 
The excavation must be deeper than this, how- 
ever^ because of the water-tight layer and the 
six-inch stratum of soil in which the plants are 
to grow. The water should be shallow be- 
cause you will want to wade in with hip boots 
on, in order to set out new plants, check those 
that arc to rampant, cut flowers and gather 
seeds. If the pond is less than twelve feet in 
diameter you can simply lay a plank across 
whenever it is necessary to perforin any of the 
operations just mentioned. 

A Singular Fact About Soil. 

As to soil, it doesn't pay to imitate nature. 
One would suppose that muck and autumn 
leaves would be the proper thing, but there .is 
little plant food in either, and the standai'd" soil 
for water lilies is two parts of good rich loam 
to one of well-decomposed manure. For the 
iKSt results this material should be composted 
the autumn before it is wanted. Since a mud- 
bad-smciling thing, it is best to cover tiie soil 
with an inch of sand so as to keep the water 
clear rnd sweet. 'I'hc most scientific way is 
-to-grow each plant in a box three or four feet 
square and a foot dccij. Then you control con- 
ditions.' ■-■ ,, . . " ■ . 

One of the commonest mistakes is to set 
out too many plants. Ten of the tender water 
lilies will cover a thousand square feet — ao- 
area twenty by fifty. A single plant of , any 
of the night-liloonn'ng species will measure 
twelve feet across. 

Hardy water lilies may Ijc planted any lime 
from the first of April till the first of .Septem- 
ber. If planted early they will bloom the first 
year. Lotus and the tender water lili"s arc 
best planted in June,- or whenever the condi- 
tions are favorable for starting into growth at 
once. They have to be started indoors . and 
grown under water in j)ots, from which if is 
easy to transplant tiiem. The roots of hardy 
kinds iiave to be pressed firmly into the soil 
and a brick must be put on each root to hold 
it down until it anchors itself. It is sometimes 
more convenient to plant them in old baskets 
that you do not care to kecj). Fill these with 
soil and sink the whole thing under water. 
The Best Varieties. 

The best water lilies for general planting 
are.'yMarliac'S ' hybrids because of the number 
and size of the flowers. Any improvements on 
them are likely to be new and high-priced. The 
most distinct colors are wliite;' flesh pink, can- 
ary yellow and deep rose; known to nursery- 
men as N, Marliacca, vars, albida, carncs, 
chromatella and rosea. No collection is worth 
mentioning that docs not contain these. 

The best of small liasins and for tubs, arc 
Laydecker's hybrids because they require less 
room than the Mariac hj'brids. The flowers 
are smaller-^two or three inches across. The 
favorites are N. Yaydckeri, var, rosea, the first 



and last to bloom and the most reliable ; and 
var, hlacea, which has the fragrance of a tea 
rose. Other colors are reddish yellow, crim- 
son-mageiua and rosy crimison. 

Blue water lilies are all tender day bloom- 
ers. The best > sky-blue kind is S. Capensis 
(six to eight inches across); The biggest f low- 
er? are ;Tricker's big blue- (S. pulchcrrima, pale 
bhie^ ten to twelve inches), and the Australian 
bluVif^. giganteai, dark blue shading nearly to 
whitfey.' The best purple is the Zanzibar. The 
Egyi)tian and Indian blues (N. curulea and 
stcllata) are worth growing for their historical 
inlerest, but they have smaller flowers — three 
to seven inches. Both are pale blue. 

The tender night bloomers range froni white 
through pink to red, ^b^t^J.^ck;'y^^^ blue and 
purple. They open abbift'/' or '8 p.m., "and the 
best hybrids do not close until i p.m. the next 
day, so that they are worth growing outdoors. 
Any business man who is at home only at 
night and can afford a small greenhouse can 
get an innnense amount of pleasure by grow- 
ing these indoors. They make a brilliant 
scene if well lighted. These water lilies are 
all derived from two species, the Egyptian and 
the Indian lotus (Nymphea Lotus and N. 
rubra), which can be distinguished only by. 
color,, the former being white; the latter red. 
The|&vi^.O ,prp.tQtyp,es worth growing for 
their1'art'' and'^ historical "associations, but their 
flowers are open only from 8 p.m. to 11 a.m., 
and although they range from five to ten 
inches in diameter they are generally smaller 
than the hybrids, which often attain the most 
famous and oldest is Nymphea Devoniensis, 
group. At its best a single plant of this has 
beeri'lciiovvn' to cover two hundred square feet 
and to bear thirty-six flowers and buds at one 
time! We now have about thirteen distinct 
shades between white, pink and dark red, and 
of' all modern hybrids is this group the most 
popular' seems to be Nympheaea O'Marana, 
whichx often bears flowers a foot or even fif- 
teen inches across and is generally considered 
the best red water lily of them all.

ELECTRICITY AS AN ANAESTHETIC 

Electricity as an anaesthetic has been used 
with success in an operation at St. Francis' 
Hospital, Hartford, Conn. The electricity was 
applied by Dr. Louise R. Rabinovitch of Paris, 
who lectured before the physicians of that city 
on the possibility of restoring persons who had 
sup])osedly been killed by electricity, especial- 
ly those subjected to the current in the electric 
chair. While a patient was beitig puU|ected 
to the electrical current by DK Rab'iiioVitch 
foiir frozen toes were amputated by Dr. Mar- 
cus M. Johnson, and the man felt no pain. 

The name of the patient is not disclosed by 
the surgeons concerned. They stated only that 
his toes were frozen as a result of exi)osure in 
the recent storm and he has been at St. Fran- 
cis' Hospital for several d.iys. He was told 
that it wouW- be necessary to amputate: four 
toes. Hc'Gorisented to'th'e operation, butf'said 
he did not want to take ether. Dr. Rabinovitch 
was told of the last and suggested, electricity 
.•i,s an anaesthetic. The patient agreed to the 
]j|aii tiKlay, although he was told that it was 
novel to surgery and that the surgeons could 
not give him'thc slightest encouragement as 
to the outcome. 

When the man had been . made -ready for 
the operation straps were fastened about his 
legs at points designated by Dr. Rabinovitch. 
On this straps were electrodes to which were 
attached wires connecting with a battery. The 
electricity was turned on. and it numbed the 
I'.^gs below the knees much as cocaine would. 
The patient was blindfolded and the surgeons 
went to work, toes were amputated and tlie 
patient soon was released from the electrical 
attachments. 



THE WORLD^S RICHEST PEOPLE 

If a: poet, of the Osage Indian NatioaMn:: 
Oklahoma should, in pitying mood, indite such > 
a line as, "Lo, the poor Paleface 1" he would'bev 
perfectly within bounds, for, no matter what ' ' 
nationalities or communities of Caucasians 
should take exception, they would be poor 
compared'with this particular tribe of Indians. 

Every one of the 1,800 of them — man, wo- 
man and child — is worth .i5;8,6io in land and 
cash, and has a cottifprtable income besides. 
The words "every rbhe'''^are tised advisedly, 
for all the worldly goods of these people are 
held in common. Yet their possession,s, rein- 
forced by a present capitalization of their in- 
come, make every one of the tribe .'woi'th, it 
is estimated, about .'i;50,ooo. 

Their wealth at hand consists principally of 
$8,000,000 in cash, held by the government, 
and; 1,500,000 acres of land, most of which they 
lease' for grazing at a good rental. 

The average per capita wealth of residents 
of the United States is about $1,400; for the 
whole world, only about $10. Here is a tribe 
of Indians worth per capita almost a thousand 
times as much as the average citizen of the 
world I 

Two pictures of the Osages have been 
painted by writers who have visited them — the; 
one depicting them as uncivilized and unsus- 
ceptible..to civilizing influences ; the other pre- 
sentmg them: as owners' of fine, homes, with 
modern conveniences, anxious to, improve their 
condition and sending their children lo -East- 
ern colleges. 

As a matter of fact, a visitor to the Osage 
country could find both those types, and it is a 
question ofwhich; is iri the majority. 

It was through iHe; sale of their land in 
Kansas several years ago that the Osages 
were startecPon the higliway to their great 
wealth. For this land they received a sum to- 
tal of $8,000,000, which the government has 
since held f6r them in trust, paying to them 
quarterly the interest, amounting annually to 
$400,000, or $222 for each man, woman and 
child.' , . . 

Of the_ 1,500,000 a?:res of land 'whi'icji'tiiey 
have retained, they lease 6ooiooo "acres for 
grazing, at an annual rental of $120,000, which, 
added to the interest on their money at Wash- 
ington, makes a revenue of a little more than 
$300 for each man, woman and child, or over 
$1,500 a year for each family of five or more. 
One family of fifteen, for instance, receive."? 
$4,500. a year without having to '^lo- a tap of 

At $5 an acre — a small valuation for land in 
that section — the Osage grounds arc worth 
.$7,500,000, or .$4,iC6 per capita. This, added 
to the $4,444 in cash, makes a total of $8,610 
owned by each individual ; and those who care 
to can grow constantly- richer from the incre- 
ment , ,,:V , 

. - The; fact that their revenue enables 'them, 
to live in idleness has resulted in 'abuses in' 
some quarters; intoxication is said to be on 
the increase, and many of the Indians are de- 
scribed as having retrograded to primeval con- 
ditions. 

The wildest of the Osages live in the south- 
western part of their domain, where they are 
said to closely observe all the ancient customs 
of their forefathers, such as burning their dead 
at .the stake, going almost naked, in summer, 
arid eating dog. ■ ;'■ ' " ' 

An instance of their adherence to ancient 
custom was the election of a chief some time 
ago — a ceremony hardly to be reconciled with 
ones conception of the richest people on earth. 

In the centre of a circle of tepees was a 
large fire. A fire dance and a tomahawk dance 
preceded the. election. Then the voters were 
"tried by fire"; that is, a burning stick was 
held in front of each, and if the flames burned 
straight he was yet in the good graces of "the 
Great Spirit, but if they flickered he was com- 
manded to leave the medicine lodge. With 
painted faces, and almost naked,' the men-' 
danced until midnight. They joined hands 
and circled about singing: 

Our Father, make our new chief; ■ 
Oh, make him a wise man! 
Let us Ijve happy, ~ 
And have many feasts. 

At the dog feast .'which followed the elec- 
tion no one dared refuse to eat ; and' two white 
men who were there out of curiosity were com- 
pelled to eat dog, too. 

. Thirty years ago, Avhen their tril'al form 
of government was organized, the Osages 
were the most powerful Indians in the West, 
but smallijox cut down their number two- 
thirds. 'Ihen they moved into a reservation 
south of Kansas, and have remained there 
peaceable since. 

Their organization was effected by a wise 
chief, Claremore, >;:'There are a chief, assistant 
chief, secretary/ treasttrer and thirty council- 
men. The chief is elected every four years, 
and he appoints the others, 

The people live in little villages — some of 
them in segregated tepees, as thejr .forefathers 
did centuries ago. For the advantages of- 
fered by a nearby civilization th'^y have little 
use. Barring some degenerate exceptions, 
they adhere to^ the simple life-teachings of their 
aged chiefs. : ' ^ ' 



"It is a mistaken notion that a witness is

The *yes,"but Invill explain' 
and 'No, but I will explain' of one of the distin- 
guished expert witnesses for the Common- 
wealth in the case of Cohimonwealth vs. Quay, 
wdiich was tried before Judge Biddle in the 
Court of Quarter Sessions of Philadelphia 
county several years. ago, still linger in the, 
writer's memory.' 

/'Occasionally a witness comes to the stand 
who insists upon qualifying every answer by 
some phrase as 'to the best of my knowledge,' 
I once heard a judge say that he was of the 
opinion that a witness that did that habitually 
and constantly was throwing a sop to his con- 



science and was unworthy of implicit belief. 
While this may have been an extreme criti-; 
cism not fairly applicable even in a majority of < 
cases, still a witness by using this form of ex- 
pression may affect the weight , of his testi- 
mony, -h'^, i^.j-, 

"I remember very effective use being made 
of the slip of a witness, an employee of the de- 
fendant, who referred to the defendant's attor- 
ney as 'my lawyer.' If his story was believed 
there should have been a^Jyei^i^^ 
fendant, yet the verdict was lfpr^thie plaintiy^^ 
was argued to the jury that he had. so com- 
pletely identified himself with the defendant's 
case that he yvais of necessity somewhat biased. 

"Do not repeat the question as it is asked 
you by counsel. If you do not understand the 
words of the question, ask to have it repeated. 
Some witnesses have an annoying habit of re- 
peating every question. 1 
• ' "Mannerly behaviour OU' the part of j wit- 
nesses includes keeping ones -tem^er^under. al- 
most all provocations. Cross-examihatibn for 
the purpose of testing your memory is not in- 
tended to be and should not be regarded as in- 
sulting. It should, therefore, not be resented. 
If the cross-examination transcends all 
bound and your patience is exhausted, a sharp 
retort will not necessarily injure your testi- 
mony with the jury. The jury sympathize 
with the v/itness more than,y/ith ,,tlie,jlaw 
and while mere smartness forithe sake' of bieirig 
smart or because of a too expansive personal- 
-ity, is to be deplored, you will be sure of a 
sympathetic audience if you are in the right 
and counsel in the wrong." , ! ; 



NEW YEAR'S DAY IN. CHINATOWN 

(Continued ft-om Page i) . 
Not less important than the battle with the 
sprites is the flowering of the narcissus in each 
Chinese household. The bulbs set among peb- 
bles and well watered have been carefully tend- 
ed, for it is,-,considered. unfortunate ^indeed if 
the flowers fail to bloom befofe'the 'morning of 
the New Yean ■ There' have been suicides on 
that account The selling of these plants is a 
feature of the pre-vacation days, many booths 
having been spread about laden with flowering 
plants for the benefit of those whose bulbs 
have failed. Every Chinese house is most elab- 
orately decorated with flowers, and scrolls of 
the.jrichest:cplprsta^^ hung on the walls. These 
scr6lls7 'arranged 'in pairs, usually contain 
about ten classical Chinese . characters, . com- 
prising expressions appropriate to- ,tne -oc-, 
casion. The following coUplet may be cited 
as an example : 

Tsok sin }'ing Kan Sin 
* Kam yat shi San Ning. 

''Last night was still old year; j. 
, . ^ Bua today New Year is here." 

On the tables of Chinatown are beautiful 
octagonal trays filled ''with sweetmeats of 
every description. In close proximity are 
plates of red dried melon seed, which" the 
Chinese arc adepts at cracking. The stores 
are closed, most of the shutters are up, and 
business is supendcd for days. Business 
men are ,too busy making calls to attend to 
the casual ' customer. Every Chinese gentle- 
man is. supposed to go calling on New Year's 
Day, and his mode of calling is quite simple. 
He may eitl)er go alone- or call in company 
with his friends, and he never knocks or rings 
a bell to announce his coming, but opens the 
door and walks in. It is considered a sign of 
great pride to announce coming, and only of- 
ficials do this. The visitor is received, not 
by the women of the household, but by the 
young men,; and immediately commences a 
series of ceremonies, or bowings and shaking 
hands, not with .each . other, but \ with them- 
selves. Then each wishes the other; "Kung 
e fa cho}'," and hears the replying "Sz, szi..y.u 
e, tak sam ying shau," which means in effect: 
"May you have all you want." The cere- 
monies over, the callers are seated, and re- 
freshments passed. The conversation must 
be carefully maintained, refcrericC ipnly.^.biein 
made to lucky topics . , ' ■ 

New ..Year's -D^y . .is, , a moyabl e feast. :jiLt , 
usually'^ falls ' about ' the end of January. The 
Chinese calendar follows the old lunar style, 
and the Chinese government sets the date of 
the holiday, due notice being given in the 
Peking Gazette. The proclamation calls upon 
"all under heaven" to maintain a succession 
of feastings and rejoicings, according to their 
means. Year by yea'' the custom is the same. 
The sweeping of the hearth in honor of the 
household gods is the beginning, and then 
the houses and stores are cleansed, /accounts 
settled, aiid when all is ready the household at- 
tires itself in holiday ,garb of silk, and the 
members of the family prostrate themselves 
to the ijods. In China it is usual also, after 
wor,shi))ping the household gods to sally out 
to the tcm'ples and offer prayers. In China- 
town the temples ?.re usually busier on the 
night preceding the holiday than at other 
times, and the prie^ts^are icalled upon more by 
the superstitious to seek a sign sho.wing 
whether the applicant is to have good luck in 
the year to come. 

In China robberies are frequent before the 
New Year, many of those committing depreda- 
tions so that they may be able to pay their 
debts. Every manner of device to "raise the 
wind" is resorted to, even robbery. Where- 
ever there is an Imperial temple it is visited 
in the early morning by the officials, who- 
upon arrival^ ..prpstrate themselves, knocking 
their heads hine'times against a yellow screen, 



which is supposed to represent the Emperor. 
Expenditure is not considered during the 
holiday, and the money spent on fire-crackers 
alone would total a very large amount. The 
holiday culminates on the thirteenth day of 
the first moon with the Feast of Lanterns. In 
China this is one of the most gorgeous and 
picturesque^of .all the feasts. 

Regarding'-the flurry, to settle accounts, 
: and be; debt-freC' when the year begins, the' 
: Chinese have" a' popular couplet' which' reads ; 

Tsok ye yat tsu, mo shui ■>'.: 
■ Kem chiu muu churi fung. . 

"Last night all was in a fog or flurry: 
This morning is full of happiness." 

An amusing superstition of New Year's 
Day deals with the hiding of all brooms. A§ 
soon as the household sweeping is done,: thfe:. 
brooms are hidden away in the darkest corn- 
er. A Chinaman would rather meet "Lini 
Lau Wong" than an innocent broom ot; New 

Year's Day. They have an idea that all - ,

"Would sweep all their; good - luck, away." , 

; A Chinese will not work foriloye-or'money 
during the New Year holiday;, and probably 
there is no country in the world whereVthere / 
is such a complete relaxation on a holiday 'aS'- 
that in China for the New Year. Hardtimes 
do not modify the situation or lessen the de- 
sire for show or extravagance among the 
Chinese at this time. Whether there is 
bounty or depression, the decorations are al- 
:.\y^axs;;a^^ as customary; and the fire- 

'cffacK'efs as noisy as ever.

Sir— -You are to be 'congrafulaXeid^vi^^ 
your timely article in last Sunda3r's';Gpl6nisij4 
advocating the imposition of a giih' licerisc^^for; 
all who possess firearms. The necessity , of' 
such legislation has been cxident for several' 
years pa.'jt, in the interests of the protection 
of our furred and feathered game. It is not 
necessary here to dwell at length upon the 
'wasteful destruction of botlt; bird and beast 
which' has grown stcadih' worse 'iiV tlic ,p,is,t' 
fi\'e or six years, with the increase . of '''f)Opula^ 
tion, until whole districts which once abound-' 
cd in game of every description are now com- 
pletely shot out. 

To a very large number of men, one of the 
princii)al attractions of rural life in Canada is 
the shooting. A good and carefully protected 
stock of, game is thus a most valuable asset in 
the list of our resources, and forms a strong 
and .influential factor in settling our rural dis- 
■ tficts— an indispensable part of the building of 
a nation. Of the power of this influence I wit- 
nessed a remarkable example three weeks ago. 

A well known local professional man had 
in hand for a client the sale of a piece of land 
about nine miles form Victoria. An old friend 
of his, a ilontreal man of wealth and jjosition, 
came out here on a visit, and desired to pur- 
chase ..a. country . residence.,^^^^^^ i a-;inoderate' 
distahce bf 'Victoria.; THeypcal ''ffiaif took Him 
ydut to sec thi^s place. 'J^lic-'Mohtreal man was 
pleased with it, but the priceV though not high'/ 
wonld not be called a low one, and the Eastern 
gentleman, who was no longer in his first 
youth, and had learned to look twice at a dol- 
lar before letting go of it, could not make up 
his mind.

.1 would not prevent boys from shooting by 
any means. [ believe that every boy ought to 
be taiight to use a rifle and shotgun as sioon 
as he is twelve years old. ]!nt, until he is six- 
teen or eighteen years old, he should never be 
allowed out with a fireaian unless accpratjanjcd 
by a grown-up person;-' This would also pro-

■Finally, as an assistance to the game Avar- 
dens'and lo enforce the workin.g of a gun li- 
cense act, if such legislation can be passed, per- 
mission should be given to every farmer of 
good standing and repute in the country dis- 
tricts to rcr|uirc every j^erson he nia}- meet 
(jut shooting to .show his gun license. This 
law exists in tiie Ol^i Country, and has always 
worked vvcll. 

In re'garcl ttd [;thc tax itself, about $2.59 per?- 
anniim should be'^a suitable' figiird for the pre-Sv' 
ent. As to its being a hardship, that is non- 
sense, and no true sportsman will advance 
such a ridiculous argument. I am a poor man

CAPERCAILLIE AND BLACKGAME IN 
T^EIR NATTIVE HAUTNTS 

(From an' Article by "SleipnCr^" ip The Field.) 
Although capercaillie are" iairly plentiful, 

they arc not so readily bagged. 'Jo the novice 
it niay seem strange that there should be any 
difficulty in shooting so large a bird; the idea 
of missing one seems ab.-urd. The fact is, 
however, that in shooting over dogs the c.aper-

The ideal dog for ii,sc with these birds is, 
one that will seek widejireport a find,, and, re^ ' 
turning with the gun to the "jioint," encircles, 
the same, thus slopping running, and then at a 
sign "runs in" and flushes the binl. This pre- 
vents .;thi^y, latter from ;using its usual -tactics, 
and a- fair shot may be obtained. ' ■- 

The greyhen and , brood!,; also lie- 'often 
enough in open ground and-'affgrd easv shoot- 
ing. The old hen. is generallyTet off,"but the 
old blackcock is as expert as the capercaillie at 
selecting tiiick covert to rise from, and it rc- 
ciuircs both skill and luck combined to get a 
shot at either. With a couple of good hounds 
the.: shooting, of hares ami roedeer is a compar- 
atively easy flatter, always supposing that one 
is addicted to earl yv rising and a good -walker. 

In Avinter excellent sport is obtained with 
the rifle, when caj)crcai!lie and blackcock "sit 
up" in the fir lops, and it is astonishing how 
little attention they pay to the report of a rifle' 
as long as one is well concealed. The male 
birds may be shot until February 15. The 
close time for roedeer begins fanuarv i, but 
from the end of October till "then A'cry fair 
stacking, may be done, as the trades in the snow 
.assist .in locating the game.--' Winter, is really 
the best timie for easily procuring capcrcailljie, 
blackcock, and roedeer, and any medium-bore 
rifle carrying Avell up to 100 yanls is suitable 
for the pin-posc. 

A doublc-!)arrelled .shotgun, with rifle bar- 
rel-underneath, known' as the "drilling," is a 
favorite Aveapon nowadays on the Continent, 
and is well adapted for the various chances of 
shooting that may occiir. For instance, in dull, 
snoAvy Avcathcr the blackcock settle in the snow 
and seem loth to leave their holes, thus afford- 
ing excellent chances as they rise to the shot- 
gun, and on bright, cold days they "sit up," as 
before mentioned, in packs of fifty to sixty 
birds. Avben the rifled barrel conu-.s' into jilay. 

When the ground is frozen ;ind the snoiv 
not too <^eep walking is facilitated; if, how- 
ever, the snow is deep ordinary locomotio'i Ik-- 
comes rather a' toil, and paitrons of the north- 
ern games have a!' cha'nce" to indulge in ski-run- 
ning— at any rate Avhen the snow has a f,rozcn 
surtace.

says, can be done ' by lormmg nursery pools 
oToblong Ijoxes or shallow cement ponds, over 
which lids of perforated zinc should be i)laced.'' 
Alter a list ol the distributions of fish, it is 
stated that in January there Avere about 70,000 
yearlings in stock. It is noted that the society's 
\vprki'in.iaccliraatiziiig. carp been very s u c- 
ccssful. If introduced" carp into tfie 'Kleinfon- 
tein Homestead Dam in 1904, and in 1908 a 
number of small ones Avere taken out to stock 
(jther Avaters. 'J'he fish in the dam are becom- 
ing so numerous that Mr. Harvey considers it 
desirable to remove as many as possible this 
year, for fear they should deteriorate, lie coin- 
iiients on the fact that "the AA'hole population 
of the lake has sprung-;fr6m an original, stock 
of' eighteen - fish abpttf-'^in. long." The fish 
are evidently popular, as "there are many ap- 
plications for carp from fanners all-over the 
country." 

^Yith re,gard to the trout liberated earlier, 
it is stated that fish have thrived and repro- 
duced in the J>roedcrstrom and various waters 
in the Carolina district. A list of waters Avhich 
ha\ e yielded fish to anglers is giveny the^^^^ 
being, of course, the most prorninerit. ."j ft? is. 
satisfactory to feel that "there is ' not miicli; 
doubt noAv that before long 'trput Avill be^f irmly 
established in the different Avaters of this col- 
ony, and .good trout fishing readily obtainable, 
and it will not be necessary for sportsmen to 
journey to Cape Colony and Natal to indulge 
in this favorite pastime."

'one. With regard to the year's work, it is re- 
corded Avith re.gret that the importation of 40,- 
000 broAvn trout ova from the Solvvay fish- 
eries Avas a failure. Good Avork Avas done, 
however, as is evident from the report of jMr. 
C. Harvey. avIio mana.ges the hatchery. 
J£iglit3--two female trout Avere,s])awncd, yield- 
ing over 64,000 ova, of Avhich about 54,000 Averc 



JUST IN TIME 

The water Avas not reached till i p. m., and 
at this time of year a late hour at which to be- 
gin a day's dry fly fishing. But the angler 
-had, no choice in the matter, and he hurried 
oyer the last Ifundred yards of mcadoAv niur- 
muring'a devout hope that the fly might not 
be all over, that, even should Providence not 
vouchsafe that rare blessing, an afternoon rise, 
there might still be a few stragglers moving 
here and there, to give him something to do 
Avhile waiting for the' evening rise. It was a 
hot day and a sultry, holding promise of thun- 
der somcAvhcre if not in the A-alley of the It- 
chen, so he did not dare to hope for much, and 
Avas duly grateful Avhcn the ring of a rising 
trout Avas the A-ery first thing visible as his 
eyes came into line Avith the Avater. Even more 
grateful Avas he when at the first cast the fish 
took the ginger quill Avith confidence, and after 
a brisk little fight A\'as in the net, a shapel}'- 
pounder. A fish in fiA'e minutes— an excellent 
beginning. ' 

In five minutes more a second A\'as in the 
net, but it Avas a hair's breadth under twelve 
inches, so back it Avcnt none the Avorse. Ten 
minutes later a third Avas hooked on a sharj) 
shalloAV thirty yards below a hatch, and it 
dashed away up stream like a mad thing, tear- 
ing line off the reel and getting right into the 
rough Avater. This must surely be a big one. 
But no,, the effort. couI(J?npt;.b.e siisteined, and 
it'cariie 'dowh stream a'gaiii'ahd iiltihiately'intp 
the net, two ounces heavier than the first. They 
made a jiretty brace as they lay on the bed of 
dried rushes in the creel. After this no more 
rising fish could he found for some time, until 
the bend beloAV the big pool was reached. Here 
a trout was coming up ciuietly under the far 
bank. It rose at the ginger quill promptly but 
missed, rose again after a rest and Avas.missed 
again. And then, strange to relate, it ''rp.se a 
third time at the same fly and took it. It is 
not so strange to relate that a too suddc'U strike 
left the fl}' in its mouth. Then came troubles, 
two .good trout I'ji'ickcd and lost, and a third 
()ut down after ten minutes of A-ain effort 1<, 
get a fly into it, the, wind being dead down 
stream and the fish in an awlcAvard corner. 

Then came the remarkable fish in the side- 
stream, as restless a Avanderer as coukl ever 
be.niet -i^ith.. First it rose tAventy yards up 
froni'the mouth- of the stream, next fifty yards, 
next seventy, next a hundred, and so on, the 
angler pursuin.g it as quickly as ereepin,g on 
h;inds and knees would allow. At last he with- 
drew from the bank and hurried up the mead- 
ow away from the Avater, approaching again 
at the sjjot Avhere the trout ought now to be. 
Jjy this time it seemed to have stopped rising, 
and he Avas just about to.giA'e it up when sud- 
denly it came, into view SAvimming- sloAvly up 
stream. The fly fell promptly -before it, Avas 
taken at once, and soon the creel contained a 
third inhabitant of lib. 40Z. 

Another wanderer higher up Avas not so 
coinplaisant. JJespitc a cautious approach it 
caiudit sight of rod or angler or bo'-.h, and Avns 
off like a torpedo, making great Avaves in the 
small stream. Do trout become liable to panic 
or that sort ever^'where at a given moment? it 
is a curious fact that forjtliej-reS,t.?of^^^^^^ 
noon every- fish approachea fled' iiifa'll^e'^liia^^^ 
ner, and the basket grcAV no heaAncr. There 
was no evening rise at all, so the angler. had 
to be content Avith his brace and a half caught 
in little more than an hour. Evidently he ar- 
ri^'cd only just in time.

, ; The foIloAving is a brief account of an e.x- 
^ citin.g half hour which I experienced Avith a 
panther Avhich had strayed into the bazaar. [ 

was stayin.g at N pur at the tinie with the 

Deputy Commissioner, having been shooting 
in his district. Several reports had been 
brought in of a panther having been seen in 
the bazaar at night,,.biit ,nonc ,of;. us - had paid. 
much attention' to theni. A day ot- tAvo later, 
Avhile having early morning tea Avith J. on the 
verandah, a native rushed up to say that the 
panther Avas locked up in a house in the ba- 
icaar. He also told us that, the doctor and 1). 
S. P., Avhom I Avill call C, had been informed 
of the fact. . 

We hurriedly dressed, and, taking our guns,- 
liastened to where the panther vyasSreport^^ 
be locked in. On the Avay Ave leamS'(d''tlitt tji^ 
doctor and C. Avere ahead of us, so avc quick- 
ened our pace, for avc did not Avish to miss any 
of the fun. We arrived to find a large crowd 
assembled in the main thoroughfare, and down 
a side lane. As avc pushed our AvaA^ down the 
narrow lane the crowd suddenly turned and 
rushed past us Avith loud cries, nearly knock- 
ing us doAvii. I personally dp ,not^knoA^-|\yhat 
I should have donfc if the pantli'erl^vhW-. ap- 
peared; it would have been impossibie tP'haA'c 
shot Avithout the danger of killing someone. 
Luckily it proved to be a false alarm, and avc 
soon reached the house where the panther ha<l 
been shut in. Wc found the doctor and C. 
sitting on Ihe roof Avatchin.g two holes they 
had made by pulling off a fcAv tiles. 

All possible exits . except . these - had ..been 
closed. J. and I quickly climbed up, and, mak- 
ing tAvo peep-holes for ourselves, .waited for 
the panther to make the first overtures. The 
roof Avas in a very ramshackle state, and it Avas 
surprising that nobody fell through. Sudden- 
ly growls Avere heard inside, and avc all tried 
to catch a glimpse of the animal ; J. put his 
head too close to the opening he' had made, 
and.with a savage growl the"])anthcr spran.;;- 
up and, thrusting, a paw through, tore his face, 
IvUckily the Avound Avas but slight,jthough' he ' 
might have been badly injured'. '" " ' 

J. had no time for a shot, and the panther 
a.gain retired. In order' to move the beast Ave 
all fired a round ihrough our ]icep-hopes. Af- 
ter a short pause the animal sprang at the 
opening Avhere I Avas stationed. 1 allowed it 
to, get. partly out, and then shot it dead Avith a 
ball "from my 12-bore gun. . 

To make certain it Avas . dead . the doctor 
;ilso fired into it Avith his revolver as it lay on 
the floor of the hut Avherc it had fallen. When 
Ave pulled the body out it proved to be a small 
female panther, 5ft. from tip to tip, very thin. 
It Avas probably starving, which aecninted for 
its ])resence in the bazaar. A large crowd 
carried, it back in triumph to the bungalow, 
where the skin . Avas quickly , removed and 
pegged out to dry. Wc then es.cocted^liiS^ther . 
hospital, Avhere his avouiuI Avas] drefe'scd ;'a1id''a 
couple of stitches put in, and avc left him Avith 
congratulations that the matter Avas not more 
serious.-T— 11.

THE REJUVENATION OF AN OLD 
LINEN SHEET '" 

' " "'Linen sheets as avcII as cotton ones will 
Avcar out; it is an irritating habit of theirs, 
vcr3' trying to the equanimity of the housewife, 
Avho finds it .somcAvhat difficult, from a finan- 
cial point of vicAV, to replace them. . Possibl3'^ 
they arc the relics — or derelict.s-;— of the beau- 
tiful household linen given to her as a wedding 
present, and so, for sentimental reasons,- she' is" 

. loth to turn them into dusting' sheets. And 
really this Avould be a great pity, because, if 
judiciousl3'^ cut up,' a good many useful, and 
pretty things can be made from : drife '>;sheet 
alone. 

A sheet always goes to pieces in the centre, 
and even if Jt has been turned sides into mid- 
dle (not an 1 altogether comfortable arrangc- 
jTidnt for tHe'bCciipant of the bed!), the top and 
the bottom, having had but little Avear, Avill 
still remain in fairly good condition. A strip ' 
cut off the top Avill make ;i ver\- handsome 
"sham," or a turn-over for a ])laiii linen sheet 
of much humlder (]ualit3'. L'irst of rdl, a fresh 
hem should be made and tlaintily henisl itched, 
then a large monogram Avorked in the centre, 
. which will quite hide the join if it has 'been 
sub'mittcd pre\dously .to the sides-to-ihiddle 
process. Some transfer pattern in a bold and 
suitable design should be ironed off on either 
side of the monogram, or perhaps a clever 
Avorkcr can sketch a design of knots and flow- 
ing ends of ribbon, to be worked Avitli Avhile 
flourishing threads. And here maA' Ite said a 
Avord about hoAv the stitchcry should be done. 
It is never advisable to embroider any broad 
biand completel3'' in satin-stitch if th<j fabric 
has to be Avashcd freqtiently,' becaiisc the 
threads are so apt to fall apart and leave ugly 
gaps; but the outlines can be worked thickly 
oA'er and over, and the centre filled up Avith 
some large fancy stitch or a series of "lozen- 
ges." The embroidery being completed, the 
strip must be scAvn on to the new sheet on 
the Avrong, side, the seam pressed open on the 
right side, and, covered with a linen braid 
firmly stitched on, and ornamented Avith a row 
of feather-stitching on each side. 

The other end of the sheet Avill afford 
enough material for a pillow-case or two pil- 
low-shams at the least, -and these can be made 
quite attractive if prettil3' embroidered and 
edged Avith Cash's frillijig about three inches 



Avide. In addition tu the embroiderA', a mono- 
gram or initial letter should be Avorkcd in the 
corner. A prett3^ notion for a pilloAV-sham is 
to let it take the form of a large lavender bag 
for those Avho like the old-World idea , of laven- 
der-S(;e'nt'ed bed-linen. The' top of the bag— a 
square one for a single bed; or an oblong one 
for a - double-bed — should be made of linen 
with a scalloped edge, Avorked Avith mauve 
washin.g silk, a design of long lavender sticks, 
tied Avith mauve ribbon, being embroidered iii 
the centre. This is intended to be tacked on 
to the real bag of muslin or nainsook, because 
•it can easily :be,,,reraoye<^^^^^^ a visit to the 
laundry is necessary/l^^^ entircl3'^

lavender essence is generally used in addition

After this there -only remains the centre of 
the ' sheet, from Avhich the best parts must be 

\^takenj^r,.though if it has never been turned sides 
intbyrriidd the outside edges will be quite 

rgood. A 'set of dessert d'oy leys can alwaj's 
be eA'olved;' as the^e only require quite tiny 
rounds or squares if they arc edged with lace. 
A different lloAver AA'orked on each Avith Pear- 
sail's "Mallard" silk, Avhich Avashes perfecth-, 
will make a very effective set. Small flowers 
should be chosen, such as violets, forget-mc- 

' nots, almond blossom, , buttercups, or daisies', 
and they can be arranged as a Avreath.' • ' 
Then there is the ordinar3' cake d'o3dey, cut 
from the merest scrap, and edged with cro- 
chet lace, the tra3'-cloth for a larger piece, also 
e<lged Avith lace, or the small slip for an early 
morning tea-tray, Avhich could be scalloped 
and buttonholed all round, Avitlr some sort of 
device or mbtto Avorkcd across the top, such 
as "Wake and Call Me Early," with a teacup 
and -saucer in outline, or "The "Eariy Bir.d," 
Avitli 3^ yer3r;Small bird and a very largeiwbrni. 
Tavo iiiore odd bits of the sheet could bie made 
into a cosy either for a teapot or hpt-Avater 
can. These should be embroidered Avith a big 
bunch of cherries and lined Avith blanketing, 
Avith an interlining of Avadding. The cosy 
should be edged Avith crimson cord. An egg- 
basket Avould use up another odd bit. This is 
made out of a 'strawberry punnet, lined with 
swansdoAvn calico, and having an adornment 
of pale blue' (or other colored) ribbon thread- 
ed through the -outside and forming a handle 
at the top. A round cover is made of the 
linen, with buttonholing in blue at the edge, 
ami a "poultry" design Avorked in the centre. 
This is also lined Avith SAvansdoAvn calico, and 

■ beneath it the eggs on the breakfast table can 
b.Ckept quite hot. • '. 

- Another way-. in which an old. sheet' can' b:e' 
utilized' to great'advantage is to convert if iri'tB 
a complete set for a bedroom— that is to sa3'', 
bedspread, toilet cover, pincushion, and hand- 
kerchief sachet. To form an effective spread, 
three t)r five fairly broad strips of linen Avill 
he re(]uired, and avc Avill sa3^ for example, that 
they are embroidered Avith sprays of apple- 
blossom in natural colors. When completed, 

^.they jnust jbe. joined together Avith wide inser- 
tion lade, Jind a frill of the same sewn rouiid 
the edge as a finish. The toilet-cover should 
be worked with small sprays of apple-blossom 
round the ed.ge, just above the lace, whilst the 
l)iiu'ushion and sachet could have the cm-- 
broidery in the centre. If there are still some 
])icees left over (as there ought to be Avith 
careful cutting), they can be made into slip 
covers for a blotter, A B C, postcard, or an3--. 
thing required, for a bedroom Avriting tabic.

The Jor- 
dan River w.'i'i supply still more power, 
apd enable the B.C.' Electric Co, to 



cany loads and passengers through tho 
Saanieh peninsula. But, however hard 
the waters of those rivers can, by 
man, bo made to work, they are not 
nearly so powerful as the falls on the 
Campbell Rlvor. It Is there that Mr. 
Gray Donald, a gentleman who knows 
a great deal about the Nile and the 
Immense, rivers of .Prussia, believes to 
be able to,,d6 more .jvork than , thirty, 
thousand hbrses.' Timber cruisers^ and 
hunters -are .almost'', tho, ; only people 
who have visited .'this?. beautiful rlvor. 
Perhaps "this was 'hb:»v;:Mr. Mike King 
and the other members of the company 
to which ho belongs came to see the 
falls of the Campbell River, and to 
think that some day they could b( 
made to servo man. They are asking 
the government to allow,.,,-^^them' the 
right to use the river for: the ■•purpose 
of nroducing power. 

Some day tliis (piiet region will 
bo the home of tliousiinds of busy men, 
to wliom the factories or oth(;r work 
driven by electricity will give luuploy 
mcnt. The government lias not yet 
decided to grant away this valuable 
property. 

Tho elections in Great Britain aro 
o\-er the Xilbcrols and. the members of 
the Labor Party together form a ma- 
jority over th'e - Conservatives or Uni- 
onists. .(There a~e seventy-seven Na- 
tionalists, Who want Homo Rule for 
Ireland, nnd will vote for any party 
who will give them the right to man- 
age their own affairs, .Some of these 
members want to be Independent of 
England, but most will be satisfied 
it Ireland lias mucli the same sort of 
power as the provinces have compared 
to Canada. This the Ijlberals have pro- 
mised to give, lait they want to he free 
to make the Home Rule Bill according 
to what they believe to be best tor the 
Empire as well as for Ireland.

When 
the Britl.sli North America Act was 
passed, there were vory few white peo- 
ple between tho province of Ontario 
iind the Rocky Mountains, and the 
I)opulatlon of British Columbia was 
ver.v smali indeed. 

Now, on the prairies, there are threo 
Large provinces and the population of 
this province has grown steadily, and 
will increase much more rapidly in 
the future. But the population of Que- 
bec has also greatly increased. The 
city of .Montreal now coritains nearly a 
miill(ui people, and the P'rench in tho 
valley of the St. Lawrence still con- 
tinue to have largo famllics of bright- 
eyed, brown-skinned boys, nnd girls, 
most of whom stay at home. In ton 
year^ the.lncreaseii for, ^the -vvhole pro- 
vince jhafffboeh;<dl6ii>ut'ihalf; a; million.;: r 
IBiit' N6va.,Sco0a,; iNew Brunswick, 
arid little' Prince , iBJdward Island have 
almost ever , slncfe . confederation been 
sending their yoiihg men and women 
to people the prairies, or to work in 
the cities, foresta and mines of tho 
Pacific Coast. The consequence Is that 
tlio Increase In i)opulation of the three 
provinces has not kept pace with that 
of the others, and that Prince Edward 
has actually h-.id a falling oft, though 
it is still the most thickly populated of 
the provinces. Now. If, this year, ac- 
cording to the law, the r(?prescntation 
is readjusted, while all the other pro- 
vinces will increase their membership 
these will lose. This, they naturally 
look uiiiui as a hardship, and they ask 
that th.e I^ritisli North Aiiierlea jVct 
sliall be changed so that each of these 
provinces shall keej-, the numlxu- it had 
at confederation. It ccrt.aiuly seems 
liard that for doing the greatest ser- 
vice in building up the whole of Cana- 
da, these old colonies should -.be" robbed 
of any of tlielr Influence, Winnipeg, 
Vancouver, Victoria, Edmbntoh, and 
Calgary could. Ill afford to- spare' these 
men and -women from the m.arltime 
provinces, who have done so much to 
forward their growth and prosperity.

No one can have failed lo notice tliat tlic 
chief characteristic of women, in their com- 
paratively new role as militant politicians, is a 
i; certain inability to act in common — ^a certain 
^iiatura^^^^^^^^^^ to organize. That this 

would' bei'the c^^ might have been foreseen by 
any f^studeht of their sex. Woman's nnwilling- 
ness to act in unison has, indeed, almost pass- 
ed into a proverb. The ill-success which has 
in general attended her efforts either to form 
trade unions, or even to run a social club with 
the smoothness and steadiness upon which 
, the uglier sex insist, have long been noted. 
./■Indeed, this inaptitude is bearing fruit al- 
ready. .vNothing is more remarkable than the 
"manner in which the whole Women's Suffrage 
movement has suddenly shrunk into insignifi- 
cance beside the other questions of political 
life. The activities of the small body of women 
who have so diligently and at such cost lo 
their own comfort championed the cause of 
; their ;sex; . have availed litti?. The . question 
has faded into ' nothingness with a rapidity 
that perhaps helps a plain man to a truer per- 
spective of its importance at tlic moment, 
whatever he may still think of its justice. Com- 
pared with the other questions that are soon to 
be submitted to the electors of this country, 
the existing disabilities of women and their 
redressing must be content to take the wall. 

But he would b.e' a i.^sin^ularljr ^ shallo 
thinker who argued' from' this 'fact^: remar^^^ 
able and unquestionable as it is, that women 
as a whole, are not deeply concerned in the is- 
sues of the coming election ; nay, more, that 
they do not in their own way fully under- 
stand how deeply their interests are concerned. 
It is only that women have from the begin- 
ning chosen different methods of , self-expres- 
sion from those which man is accustomed' to 
use. Nor is this to be wondered at. A phrase 
of the late George Meredith will be remember- 
ed in this connection, which, with all courtesy 
and respect to the., ladies,;, g far to account 
for this essential dilference. Rarely did that 
acute observer of manners and matters femin- 
ine compose a deeper or truer epigram tiian 
when lie said that "woman would be the last 
thing civilised by man." Rightl}' or wrongly, 
civilisation nowadays is so curiously mixed up 
in our minds with the.- ultimate arbitrament of 
the ballot-box, thatV'student of the great 
p.sychologist will not be surprised at finding a 
characteristic difference between the respec- 
tive attitude of nien and of women in the face 
of tlic divergent policies, the heated argu- 
ments, and the momentous decision with 
which this country is now confronted. Even 
if the Suffragists had cheir way, even if wo- 
men were given the vote upon a footing of 
cbrtiplete equality with man, there would still ' 
remain this essential distinction between the 
attitude of the two sexes. One would hesitate 
to .say that, so far at least as the general po- 
litical outlook is concerned, the perspective of 
women, though probably narrower, is any less 
just than that of men. Short-sighted people 
proverbially see most. On the other hand, it is 
admitted that a woman's immediate political 
insight — if by this arbitrary use of the two 
words we may for the moment distinguish re- 
spectively between the external and the inter- 
nal policies of the nation — is, as a rule, more 
acutely familiar witii tiie domestic results of 
-reforms , and innovations than her lord and 
master always flcigns to make himself. 
The Real Issue. 
If we study the real under!3'ing i.ssiic of the 
coming electoral contest, we shall sec that, 
superfluities and minor matters apart, the only 
real question upon wdiich a decision must be 
reached is the only one of domestic ways and 
means. By whatever avenue it is approached, 
whether by the rights of the Commons, Tariff 
Reform, or the new taxes, the goal is the same 
— food, clothing, shelter for the man, the avo- 
man. and their children. Now this is woman's 
province, antl jicrs alone and incvitahl}-. She 
lias done, and is still doing, more lo educate 
the nation in the elements of simple ccoiinmics 
than all the eloquent and learned writers and 
orators who in recent years have turned such 
a flood of ..conflicting light upon fiscal matters; 
%To taIce the greater issue- first, woman, to 
t-vyhbsevHands t daily petty adrainistratioh. of 
'tlie'family btidget is entrusted, has come of 
necessity to understand the only really im- 
portant truth with which tliis General Elec- 
tion is concerned, and upon tiie g'cneral com- 
prehension of which it must turn. It is a trutii 
that was summed up }'ears ago by him who 
said that it would not greatly help a penniless 
man if bread could be reduced to a penny a 
loaf and eggs to, twopence a dozen. Cheapness 
is not a matter of lowering prices only.' More " 
practically concerned with the purchasin.g 
jiower of money at any given nidment than her 
inisband need be. a married woman of the mid- 
dle and lower classes, after ^a vciy brief cx- 
]:)orience of houscliold nianagemcnl, wil! more 
rcaflily welcome an increase in her liusi)and's 
wages than a decrease in tiie jirice of commo- 
dities. 

Give her even the same money, and she 
may be trusted to frame her weekly budget. 
Avith vastl}' greater dexterity than the male* 
mind could hope to rival. vShe will know a 
hundred and one ways I)y which she maj'- 
evade a corresponding rise in the cost of life's 
liecessitics, so that tlio men of the house will 
rarely or never k'liow the difference. Iiy na- 
ture and by experience alike she. has confi- 
dence in her ability to manipulate whatever 
certain money,: she . may have to spend each 
week. Her daily mar^ is a' daily tussle, 
grim but good-natured, against that world, of » 
producers whom she regards as her natural 
enemy, and, whenever she can matiage it, as 
her lawful prey as well. It was the women of 



Israel -who spoiled the Egyptians, not the 
men. This being a woman's attitude towards 
her household expenses, it will easily be under- 
stood that what she asks for, above everything 
is steadiness and, certainty in the sums, how- 
ever small, which she is trusted weekly ; to 
disburse. Here is the crux of the whqlfe po- 
sition. A Avoman understands the value of 
steady employment better than a man. For 
her there is no rosy delusion about the fu- 
ture. A man always believes that he can 
make up for a temporary setback, in his work 
— generally believes also that his real capacity 
is misunderstood, and that one day his ship 
will come in. His wife knows well enough 
that her husband is an average man with no 
dazzling prospects before him. For her suf- 
ficient unto the day is the evil thereof, and she 
is not to be comforted by the hopes of that 
good time which is always coming and never 
comes. She at least declines to live in a fool's 
paradise. This- praqti.calrattitude has its dis- 
advantages.' S'Irikes have often been justifi- 
able, yet if the whole truth were known wo- 
men have rarely endorsed the action of their 
union leaders on these occasions; they know 
the certainty of the misery to wfiich the- home 
is condemned, and are rarely opiilIl^^sls about 
the attainment of the ultimate good. 

So it is not, perhaps, in the light of far- 
sighted publicists that women are to be re- 
garded. Though, indeed, in this question of 
the abandonment of a Free Trade which is no 
longer free, and the adoption in its place of a 
scheme by which the principles of fair trade 
may be secured, the strange intuition of the 
sex makes up for a certain deficiency in dialec- 
tical ability. The Avomen of this country 
would rather have steady employment guaran- 
teed to their husbands;/than any boon that 
Heaven could senid them. If the price of com- 
mbditieis' had therefore to be raised, they 
would grumble, but manage somehow. But if 
to this steadiness of employment there is 
added that certainty of ^'higher wages which 
lias been realised in every protectionist coun- 
try in the world, the housewife of the meaner 
streets of England will be contented to snap 
her fingers at the bogies conjured up by those 
who take Cobden's great name in vain today. 
Their Essential Conservatism. 

The time has not come for considering the 
justice of the .-advisability of concedingjto "wo- 
man the franchise; : The , question, ] ivHive 
said, is not-at the moment within the horizons 
of practical politics. But I do not suppose 
that the leaders of either party can have any 
doubt that were women to be admitted to the 
polling-booths at future elections it would re- 
sult in the confirmation in office of the Union- 
ists for the next twenty years. There is' an- 
other factor in their character Avhich would 
materially contribute to this result. Women 
are e5|entially cautious, and caution is the 
backbone of Conservatism. The great bulk of 
women's sympathy, if the truth were known, 
is always ranged on the side of tradition. 

To make this plain, there is, of course, no 
real argument whatever in the reason fre- 
quently given by them in justification of any 
course ; "It has been my invariable custom ;" 
Vbut he must have had small acquaintance in- 
deed with the sex who/clc^es not recognize in 
that hallowed' formiila tiie most unanswerable ' 
and clinching of feminine arguments, against 
which innovation breaks itself vainly. Cons- 
ciousl}' sometimes, sometimes not, a woman 
dislikes embarking upon a new and untried 
course almost as much as she loves to hear 
and talk about others having dared it. Per- 
haps it is the sheet-anchor of her qualities and 
of her defects alike. Certainly it tends to the 
confirmation of conventions. There would, 
indeed, be no lack of suggestion and, discusr , 
sion of. reform in a petticoat governrhent, but 
the chances are that comparatively few of (he 
projects would ever be realised. The very 
circumstances of their life, im]:)osed ]:)artly by 
man in civilized times, but far earlier and 
more importantly by nature, have had their 
result upon her nature. She is dextcrou.s, she 
is pliant, she is intuitive almost to a miracle, 
she interprets ; above all, she is the great 
maker of coniiort, but it would be absurd to 
pretend that she. is by nature crea.tive. 
' The, records of every sphere of 'man's men- 
tal activity reveal woman as. the iincreative 
sex, and this is almost solely due to her un- 
willingness to launch out upon unknown seas. 
It is her weakness, as it is her strength. It is. 
stronger than her very inclination. Every in- 
herited prejudice of her nature compels her to 
.sympathise always with the party of prudence 
rather than with tlie party of haste. When to 
this is added, as we have seen, her preference 
for a sense of security, her practical know- 
ledge of- the daily needs of life,' a knowledge 
wdiich cannot be influenced or affected by any 
theory of man's producing, charm her nerve 
so wisely, we must see that the influence of 
women will at this election be cast silently, 
hut stubbornly, on the side of the Unionist 
party, though we all of us know some half-a- 
dozen women whose voices overbear the sil- 
ence, or.at most the quiet comments, of the 
myriads of their inarticulate sisters. But si- 
lence here means steadiness, and the fact re- 
mains that when the issiies at stake become as 
enormous as they arc today, wlien the chance 
of a mistake i.s seen to'be so serious and its 
results so far-reaching, a woman will hesitate.' 
If she has understood just that one thing, 
that steadiness of employment under Tariff 
Reform will most certainly and unquestionably 
increase, she will let almost every other argu- 
ment, slide--rand that which the bulk of Engr 
listtw'omen wish Providence is accustomed' to ■ 
wish also. For it is only the Suffragists who 
fail to realize that under existing conditions 



woinan's will in the matter of household man- 
agement is the ultimate consideration and the 
final test of all policies, past, present, and to 
come. Short, indeed, will be the life and 
small the fame of even the prettiest of political 
theories that forgets as hs goal the marketing 
housewife and her needs. — London Daily Tele- 
graph. .

ELECTROLYTIC IRON ^ 

The latest development in metallurgy is the 
Cowper-Coles process of ' making Jiron plates 
and tubes direct from ore or scrap by electro- 
lysis. The idea is not a new one by any means, 
but its application to the iron industry has nut 
before been carried on successfully. In the 
making of copper wire and sheet copper or 
tubes the accepted process for year^ipast has 
been the electrolytic one, because b|'tlie cheap- 
•neas of the process,' and ^t^^^ high grade of the 
product. Nov? a means ' has been discovered 
whereby the idea is applied to iron. 

Iron ore scrap or iron unsuited because of 
certain ingredients, are dumped into a huge 
tank containing an acid bath and connected 
to the positive pole of a dynamo. A wooden 
core, if tubes are desired;: or:a flat .surface -for:' 
sheets or plates, is then coated 'with a thip 
layer of lead and connected to the negative 
'pol6. This is lowered into the bath and the 
current turned on. Electrolytic 'action is at 
once set up and'thc iron which is dissolved in 
the acid bath is redepositcd on the lead sheets 
to any desired thickness. Heat is then applied 
to melt the lead when the core may be readily 
removed. vOne of the grieatest/attractions of- 
fered is the purity of the finished product, 
while IV is;; cheaper and more even ;in texture 
than that obtained by heating and foiling.

VERY OLD PEOPLE 

A corfespbndcrit writes : "I have kept for 
many years a record of. thc,,.deaths of persons 
over 90 recorded in thev.Tirnes, and it is won- 
derful how they have increased. -Of course, 
they only represent those of the upper classes, 
as each notice costs six shillings, and there- 
fore the number of deaths must be very large. 
In 1898, for example, they were only 194. This 
year they are almost exactly double. One fea- 
ture is the very large preponderance of wo- 
men over men, but this j'ear the number of 
men over women has.jargely increased, and the 
latter only exceed the former by 35, a most 
unusual occurrence. Nearly always an Irish- 
man or Irishwoman heads the list. This year 
an rrishman died at 121 and a woman in Dub- 
lin at 112, besides Dr. Hllis, a physician at 
Dublin, at 100 and out.of about 30 centenarians 
14 were'lrishrhen." liotd Gwydyr died within 
a fortnight of attaining his centenary, and 
there were many deaths, including Dr. Alex- 
ander McArthur, an bid friend of the Record, 
at 89.

Public Worship in France l 



After the separation of the churcfies from 
the State it wa-s provided that, in order to pre- 
vent the suspension of public worship in any 
parish and in order to mitigate the severity of 
the separation for the clergy, those cures who 
were over 45 years of age and had seen 20 
years' service should receive a pension for life 
equal to half of their actual emoluments at the 
date of the separation. The younger clergy 
received an annuity for four years beginning 
from the year 906 -with 900f. (about £36), and 
diminishing year by year until it amounted to 
only 30of. (about £12) in the year 1909, at the 
close of which the annuity expired. At the 
beginning of the present year the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in France thus finds a large sec- 
tion, of its clergy, whose income from the State 
had already been reduced to the vanishing- 
point, entirely deprived of support from that 
,, quarter. Taking the basis of the; last.yearls aur,, 
Tiiiity (3oof.) alone, I am told ' that' the total. ' 
amount of the income of which the French^..! 
Catholic Church is thus deprived is ' .sbine 
S,ooo,ooof. (£320,000). How is this deficiency 
being met, or will tlie deficiency result in a 
failure to maintain public worship or the of- 
fices of thie Catholic" Church in -any 'part of 
France? 

The Action of the Church 
Already during the process of the diminu- 
tion of the State annuities the Church/ in_;Qrder;j;i; 
to maintain public worship and to meet all in-' 
cidental expenses, had organized a .system of 
voluntary contributions in each parish, v.-!iich 
are known as the "denier du culte." Both the 
Church and the State are rather reticent about 
' this organization — the Church because it 
know--s that, strictly speaking, the organization 
is probably illegal, and the State because its in- 
formation ab.Ottt:an apparently illegal organiza- 
tion, at wh'ich'ircbnnives, is necessarily imper- 
fect. When the State at the time of the separa- 
tion offered the Church the expedient of or- 
ganizing "associations des cultes," wdiich the 
Church, by the decision of the Pope, rejected, 
it took care to enact that, if the Church did not 
elect to secure its former revenues by this 
method, it should not be allowed to establish 
any other form of association whichg^thej;la'W^^;^^^^^ 
did not recognize. The connivance '^^ of ' the " 
State at the present arrangement is facilitated 
by the form which the Church has given to 
the organiatzion of the "denier du culte." The 
money is contributed by an informal parochial 
association through the cure to the bishop of 
the diocese. Both the local association and the 
diocesan committee of the management over 
which , the bishop presides try to evade the let- 
ter of the law affecting such associations by re- 
fraining from constituting themselves into a " 
deliberative assembly. The members, it is said, 
give their (opinions" (avis) but do not delib- 
erate. 

There is further a Church organization 
known as the "Caisse Inter-diocesaine, which 
recalls the sustentation fund of the old Free 
Church of Scotland before the Union. It is 
presided over by some four or fiV^e of the arch- 
bishops of the richer;>diQceses like Paris, and ^ 
Versailles. It apportions the superfluity of the 
proceeds of the "denier du culte" in these rich 
\dioceses to tne poorer diocese for the mainten- 
ance of the services of the Church. The Gov- 
ernment regards the "Caisse Inter-diocesaine" 
as an illegal organization, but, in conformity 
with its professed intention of doing nothing to 
hurt or hinder religion in France, it does not 
interfere. The "Caisse 'Inter-diocesaine'4;dis-:,,; 
poses, I am informed, of tipveral'millions'-of -; 
francs, wdiich it applies solely for the mainten-:' 
ance of the clergy. It is well known that the 
clergy in France are accustomed to live on very 
modest incomes, and that many thousands of 
them would consider themselves "passing rich 
on £40 a year." With such modest preten- 
sions they must nevertheless have been sub- 
jected to great hardships :im^ years, 
and in many xasfei'thc ' hardship.; -^^^ year 
be aggravated by the teriiiinatioh of the State 
annuity. Moreover, the liberality of the faith- 
ful has in many though by no means in all par- 
islics been far from remarkable. Cases have 
been brought to my notice Avhere the landed 
gentry of a parish, on being asked to contrib- 
ute to the "denier du culte," have severally 
guaranteed suhis like 2of. (i6s.^ ayearj L do/, 
not learn, however<u that in any case the :5er- " 
vices of the Church vha've . been suspended on 
account of the absolute inability of. th& cure to 
live upon his modest income. 

"The Mainter;,ance of Buildings; 
' 'The , question of the maintenance of the fa- .. 
brie of the: churches is more critical. In , the 
towns, where most of the churches have an,, 
architectural or other interest, or wdiere, like 
the cathedrals, they arc expressly taken over 
and maintained by the Government as public 
monuments, there is little or no difficulty. The 
parish churches, it will be remembered, have 
become, according to the Separation Law, the 
property of the communes, which may treat 
them as they please, subject to the ecclesiasti- 
cally authorized clergy of the Church for pur- 
poses of public worship, and with the right to 
"disaffect" them — that is, to secularize them — 
in certain circumstances. It ma}-- be stated at 
once that these, obligations have been loyally , 
met byjlthei communes, and that the cases of 
.Vdisaffectiori'' (I am told that they have not yet 
amounted to more than four or five) have not 
been due to causes other than those wdiich 
operated during the July Monarchy or the Sec- 
ond Empire. In some articles which have just 
been published in the Figaro, by M. Juiieii 
Narfon, in a sense favorable to the Church — I 
shall have occasion to refer to them again — he 
d€!cla!r:ei§ijh||feuiide^ 

''A'chttTcKr^aliy being "dis- 

affected" imlcss public worship has ceased to 
be celebrated in it for six consecutive months. 
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or its maintenance has been compromised by 
inadequate resources, or if it has been used foi* 
purposes other than that for which it was in- 
tended." , ' . . . , 

Any of these' causes might have operated 
under the pre-separation regime. 

Lack of Funds for Maintenance 

Lack of resources for maintaining a church 
is practically the only reason why any sacred 
edif ice;;^h4s::beenif c;r^ijyni( 
risk has existed an^^ 

poor communes so long as the Church itself 
does not take steps to avert it. In the cities 
and towns of France, if we exclude such edi- 
fices as the churches and chapels of the ex- 
pelled religious orders or of the confiscated 
seminaries, secularization is out of the ques- 
tion. The Municipality of Paris, for example, 
is a ■ yery^ seculajjj^^ 

hlade a point of voti'iig generous ' eistimates for, 
the. maintenance of the churches which it has 
taken over, and especially for the careful pres- 
ervation and repair of all those which are of 
any historic or architectural interest. It was 
rumored that the fine new edifice of the Sacre- 
Coeur on Montmartre, which the municipality 
has taken over, was going to be secularized. 
The possibility of this -was .nQt,;ho)^j^yer, based 
upon the exigence of aihy such iritehtion or de- 
sire on the^part of the Municipality of Paris, 
but upon the argument that the Church of the 
Sacre-Coeur and its site seemed, by the deed 
of foundation, to form part of the manse of 
the Archbishop of Paris, which, like his archii- 
episcopal palace, has been appropriated -by .ithe 
State under the Separation Law. 

The risk of secularization really affects only 
churches situated in very poor communes.'. 
Thus a chiirch at-.Ardechei in the diocese of 
Viviers, has recenfly been secularized because 
the poor community of 200 souls were uriible' 
to keep it in repair. It is true that the laW of 
1905 (Art. 2") practically prohibits the com- 
munes from repairing the churches, as such 
action would seem to fall under the prohibition 
of "all expenditure relative to the exercise of 
public worship." But the law has been liberal- 
ly interpreted by the .Minister=,qf tPiiblicv'yy^qr^^ 
'ship, -who is noAv Pririi^ Minister^ as' w^ 
■Briand;0lnja test case in the Department du 
Nord,'Hyhe're;,a had voted about £16 

for the repair of a church, he declared that the 
communes, although there Avas no obligation, 
might, if they chose, spend money on repairing 
the churches Avhich have become their proper- 
ty, prdvided that the expenditure was "not fSr 
the maintenance but for the preservation of'^the 
edifice." It is obvious, however, that where 
the commune cannot afford the expense or is 
averse from incurring it, the church, -unless -the 
ecclesiastical authorities intervene, may fall 
into decay and become unsafe or unfit for the 
use of Avorshippers. It is a curious fact, to 
Avhich M. Briand Avill doubtless refer when he 
replies in the Chamber to the interpellation 
announced by M. Barres, that practically all 
the churches Avhich have been "disaffected" for 
one 'reason or another are situated in the de- 
' partiherits of Yonne and Seine-et-Marne. These 
departments have for centuries been quite sin- 
gular in respect of their secularism, and have', 
been described to me as being noAV almost "de- 
Christianized." So lc:uig ago as the end of the 
17th century episcopal complaints regarding 
the apostasy of these districts were frequent, 
and today their inhabitants are foremost in" the 
rejection 'hi Hie services of the Church, andj 
for example, content themselves in very many 
cases Avith the civil ceremony of marriage. I 
have been unable to obtain ,any trustAvorthy in- 
formation as to the effect of this geneial atti- 
tude upon the morality or the criminal statis- 
tics of the region, although secularists deny 
that there are any alarming symptoms and 
point to the crowth of abstract moral teach- 
ing ("ensiegnement moral) in the\ "neutral"! 
schools, as exemplified by certain of the cla,ss- 
books Avhich the bishops have recently de- 
nounced. 

M. Briand, the Minister of Public Worship, 
it may be added, has recently issued instruc- 
tions Avhich may help to prevent the multiplica- 
tion of cases in which churches Avould have to 
be secularized for lack of funds to keep them in 
repair. He has directed that before a "detret 
'de'desaiffection" is pronounced public procla- 
mation shall be made in the village or com- 
mune regarding the impending doom of tne 
church, and that Avhat is technically called 
"I'offrc de concours" shall be invited. "L'offre 
de concours" is a process into the legal defin- 
ition of Avhich I need not enter. Suffice it to 
say that it means a voluntary subscription by 
private. individuals or by an association of in- 
dividuals;; t6%def ray the expense of an enter- 
prise in .which they thus become legally inter- 
ested sb that 'they acquire a legal right to su- 
pervise its execution.— London Times. 



HE HAD SEEN SERVICE

He is at once a courtier and a sportsman, 
and inherits much of the Avit of the Beresfords.
